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REFUGEES’ SHIP 
BLOWN UP | 


Explosion in Haifa Harbour 


AWAITING EXPULSION TO 
BRITISH COLONY 


An internal explosion has sunk in Haifa harbour the 
11,800-ton liner Patria, on board which were many Jewish 
- gefugees who had been vainly seeking admittance to 
Palestine. -It is estimated that the number of refugees was 
about 1,900. 

The Official communiqué, issued on Monday. evening in 
Jerusalem, is as follows: 

The Government regrets to announce that this morning. 
as the resuli of an explosion of which the cause is as yet 
unknown, the s.s. Patria, lying in Haifa harbour, heeled 
over and settied on the harbour bottom. There were on 
board some 1,500 illegal immigrants, awaiting transfer to a 
British colony. Rescue work was at once undertaken, but 
it is feared that there were casualties 
As the ship was near the shore the work of rescue, which 

was immediately put in hand, was made easier. British troops 
and police and nurses helped in the rescue work, many of the 
would-be immigrants were picked up by tugs, others scrambied 
on to the breakwater, and acroplanes acted as “ spotters.” 

Latest cables state than when the ship blew up most of 
the immigrants were attending an inspection on deck. Some 
21, however, were below, and these, it is believed, were all 
drowned. Those on deck for the most part plunged into the 
sea and were rescued, 180 of them receiving minor injuries. 

Twenty-five of those injured were taken to hospital. Over 
250 persons are. however, believed to be still unaccounted for. 

The Yishuv is loud in its praise of the magnificent rescue 
eflorts made by the British seamen and of the courage and 
promptitude of the British nurses who immediately hurried to 
render assistance. 


Funeral of Victims . 


‘The funeral of the first batch of 22 bodies to be recovered, 13 
of which have been identified, has already taken place and was 
attended by vast crowds, Mr. Moshe Shertok representing the 
Jewish Agency, and the Principal of the Haifa Technion also 
being present. 

The uninjured survivors have been transferred to Athilit. 

It is now believed that the explosion was caused by a 
mechanical defect in the- boiler-room 

Thus has been added one more misfortune to those already 
suffered by this group of refugees. They had been arrested 
off the Palestinian coast on their arrival recently in two ships, 
and had been put aboard the former French liner Patria for 
transfer to “ another British colony “ for the duration of the 
war. 

Notification of these steps was made in an_ official 
communiqué, as follows: 

“Early this month two steamers carrying between them 
1.771 Jewish passengers were. intercepted off the coast of Pales- 
tine by police patrol vessels and brought mto Haifa harbour. 
There can be no doubt that these persons must be classed as 
ilicgal wnmigrants. 

“ His Majesty's Government are not lacking in sympathy 
for refugees from territories under German control, but they 
are responsible for the administration of Palestine and are 
hound to see to it that the laws of the country are not openly 
flouted. Moreover, they can only regard the revival of illegal 
Jewish immigration at the present juncture as likely to affect

Statement in the Commons 


NEW RELEASE CATEGORY 


_ Mr. P. J. Noel Baker (Lab., Derby) asked the Home Secretary 
m the House of Commons on Tuesday whether he was able 


to make a statement on the policy he proposed to follow in . 


releasing from internment aliens of enemy nationality. 

Mr. Herbert Morrison, in reply, after explaining the grave 
difficulties involved. in any procedure designed to test the loyalty 
to this country’s cause of such a large number of persons, 
recalied the categories already available for release, In addi- 
tion, he pomted out, there is @ provision more important 
numerically than either of these, namely the provision for 
enlistment in the Auxiliary Military Pioncer. Corps. 


“England Expects... .” 


“ The normal age limits for enlistment.’ hée said, “are 18 
and 50, and for all men between these ages there is an oppor- 
tunity clearly to demonstrate thei friendliness to the Alhed 
cause by offering their services to this Corps. For men, there- 
fore, who are not disqualified by age or physical unfitness from 
enlisting in. the Corps, an opportunity of release from intern- 
ment is open, and | want to make it clear that the Government 
regard this opportunity as the appropriate method of providing 
for such men. They should not, therefore, defer offering thei 
services to the Corps in the expectation that there may be 
enlargements afiecting them of the existing categories sect out in 
the White Paper. 

“ As regards those who are pot eligible for enlistment or are 
rejected on medical grourds, the Government, following a 
recommendation of the Asquith Commiuttee, have decided that 
there shall be added to the White Paper a new category provid- 
ing for the release of men who, being by reason of age or 
physical unfitness imeligible for the Pioneer Corps, can satisfy 
a Tribunal that they are opposed to the Nazi or Fascist systems, 
that they are positively friendly towards the Allied cause, and 
that ihey will remain steadfast towards that cause in all circum- 
stances. it is estimated that the number of men who under 
such a stheme might come before a Tribunal or Tribunals would 
be in the neighbourhood of 2,000, and the examination of 2,000 
applicants would be a manageabiec.proposition. | will make a 
statement at an early date about (fe steps to be taken to bring 
this scheme into operation.” 


General Policy 


Continuing, Mr. Morrison said: “ The general policy, there- 


fore. will be to continue the process of releasing men whose 
services are of special value im civilian occupations, to give to 
those who are ineligible for the Pioneer Corps an opportunity 
to satisfy a Tribunal of their loyalty, and as regards the 
remainder to expect that those men who are friendly to the 
allied cause will demonstrate their loyalty by enlistment. 
“While the Government are satisfied that those are the best 
practicable arrangements, it is, recognised that amongst those 
who are not eligible for the Pioneer Corps there may be men 
who though their hearts are with us are unable to prove their 
loyalty. The House will, | know, agree that on security grounds 
care must be taken in selecting men for. release, and not all those 
who may fail to pass the test must be regarded as persons whose 
loyalty is necessarily suspect. As regard such people I can only 
say that it is humanly impossible to devise a completely Satis- 
factory method of searching human hearts, and that if they 


have to remain in internment, this is due not to lack of sym- - 


pathy for their position but to the stern necessity in time of war 
of treating security considerations as paramount. Within the 
limits set by these considerations the policy of the Govern- 
ment is to give to those aliens who are positively friendly to 
our cause the widest possible opportunities of obtaining their 


release.’ 
“A Big Step Forward” 

When the Home Secretary finished his statement, Mr. Noel 
Raker, who welcomed it as a big step forward, Mr. 5S. S. 
Silverman, and others put further questions. 

Mr. Morrison, in his replies, could not say how long it would 
take for 2,000 men to appear before the tribunals. He was 
anxious that a sufficiency of tribunals should be appointed. The

Synagogue Co-operation Needed 


The experience of the Central Committee for Problems 
of Evacuation during the past year has shown that the 
Organisation of communal life and public relations work 
in reception areas has, in most cases, been effectively 
carried on by Ministers. In the appointments that are 
now being made in view of the enlarged problem of 
evacuation, the Committee are seeking, as far as possible, 
to obtain the services of similarly qualified persons. For 
various reasons, particularly the embodiment of young 
Ministers as Chaplains in H.M. Forces, the supply appears 
to be less than the requirements. ° 

In view, however, of the evacuation from London and cer- 
tain other centres of a substantial proportion of Synagogue 
members, it is hoped by the Committce—who believe it to be 
possibie——that Synagogues near to one another in such afeas 
will co-operate during the emergency period and arrange for 
Ministers to be spared and seconded for work in. reception 
areas. Such work would largely be in effect a contimuation 
of their normal duties, as their new congregants would include 
& proportion. of their old ones 

There would also be opportunities for those seconded 
Ministers to render valuable service to many other coreligion- 
ists who find themselves im present. circumstances divorced from 
their usual surroundings and are anxious to have help and 
guidance in the creation and maintenance of organised religious 
hfe and im other ways. is believed that wmmmediate and 
organised efforts on these lines by the Communities of the 
large centres from which evacuation has taken’ place, in co- 
operation with the central body, must proye of great service 
to the Anglo-Jewish Community as a whole, 


The Rev H. Swift, of St. John's Wood Synagogue, has 
already given valuable service in reception areas such as Black- 
pool and other districts in the North of England, and he will, 
in addition, act as the liaison officer in some of these districts 
between the Jewish evacuee population and the Central Com- 
mittee for Problems of.

‘number of suitable people who could give the necessary time 
to the work was limited.

EFFORT 


Praises for Good Response 
LOOKING TO THE FUTURE

The Jewish Pioncer ‘Company 


“At an early stage of the war, Palestinians, Jews, and 
Arabs were invited to enlist in the Auxiliary Military Pioneer 
Corps, and the response has been good,” Mr. Hall said, “ The 
obiective was te form four pionecr companies, two of them 
being of mixed composition, one being purely Jewish, and one 
purcly Arab The first three companies have been already 
formed, and one of the mixed companies served with credit

service in the Royal Army Service Corps, Royal Artillery, 
Royal.

The Dethi Conference 


Mr. Amery, Secretary for India, whose speech on India’s 
contribution opened the debate, referred to the Dethi confer- 
ence initiated by the Viceroy, and said that for nearly three 
weeks now the representatives of the Governments of Australia, 
New Zealand. the Union of South Africa, Rhodesia, the East 
African Colonies, Palestinc,. Burma, and Malaya had been 
conferring with the Government of India and with Sir Alexander 
Roger's mission. Their immediate object was -to see how, in 
co-operation, they could confribute for their own defence and 
for the commen cause the very maximum of those elements of 
supply and equipment upon which the cxpansion of the Enipire’s 
armies must depend. é' 

The debate turned chiefly on India. 


Lord Winterton in a 


markable speech, regretted thet more work was not doné in 
oy first eight months of the war by the predecessors of 
the present Secretary of State for India and Secretary of State 
for the Colonies. Immense forces would have to be raised 
throughout the Empire to win this war. We should raise 
armies and train them in their countries of origin. Let the 
Colonial Governments act as agents for the Brittsh Govern- 
ment in putting up factories and raise some of the money by 
local loans and subscriptions. We should devise a plan for 
one, two, or three years, or even longer. 


PALESTINE GOVERNMENT AND AIR-RAID 
VICTIMS 


When Me. Greorrrry MaANDeR put a question to the Prime 
Minister last week about the alleged refusal of an 
American offer to supply funds for the relief of air-raid victims 
in Palestine, Mr. Atriee replied. “1 am informed,” he said, 
“that it is not the case that an offer of this nature has been 
refused. On instructions from his Government, the American 
Consul-General in Jerusalem recently inform the Palestine 
Government that appeals had been made to the American Red 
Cross to contribute to the relief of victims of aif raids in 
Palestine. The Ceonsul-General consulted the Palestine Govern- 
ment regarding the urgency of the needs which would justify 
the diversion to Palestine of funds which would otherwise be 
spent on the relief of air-raid victims in the United Kingdom. 
He was informed that while the suggestion was keenly appreci- 
ated and the money could be spent usefully, the Government 
did not view the situation resulting from air raids up to date 
as an emergency which would ordinarily warrant an appeal 
for Red Cross assistance from abroad, as the immediate needs 
of the victims and their dependents he 4 been met by local 
organisations from .existing funds, supplemented by Govyern- 
ment grants, donations from the local branch of the British 
Red Cross, and private gifts.” 

Mr. Mander, in supplementaries, brought out his point that 
the Government should not let any political clement with regard 
to relations of Arabs and Jews affect its decisions if further 
suffering from air raids took place, but Mr, Attlee said he had 
not heard this suggestion before. 


J.N.F. FARM CITY SCHEME 


The Jewish National Fund has of late been engaging in 
further publicity for the “ Farm City Scheme,” hitherto Known 
as the Nettler Scheme, from its origimator, Mr. Fred Nettler, 
Glasgow Vice-President of the Fund. A_ coastal tract 
of land in Palestine has been acquired by the Keren Kayemeth 
for special plafining for settlement 

Farm City Associations have now been formed in Manchester 
and Leeds. individual participants have been enrolled in New- 
castle and Sunderland, and i % hoped that with the growth 
of the number of Associations they will be federated mito a 
National Association.

NEW TYPE OF EDUCATION 
WANTED 


Meeting Evacuation Conditions 


SPECIAL CONFERENCE SUGGESTED 


The question of the type of education that should be 
given to Jewish children in the prevailing circumstances 
will probably be discussed and reviewed at a conference 
shortiy to be called. 

This question was raised by Dr. Nathan Morris at a mecting 
of the Central Committee for Jewish Education at Woburn 
House last week. He was giving his report on the work of the 
Joint Emergency Committee for the Religious Education of 
Jewish Children from London. 

They were fortunate, he said, to have in all their difficulties 
at the present time, the friendly and sympathetic attitude of 
the ‘London as well as the local education authorities. who 
were ready to go out of their way to help them. 

Referring to the Chanucah arrangements for the children 
he said that in addition to the B.B.C 
JewisH Cwronicite Supplement.

The suggested conference referred to above was mentioned 
by Dr. Morris, who said he thought it might be seriously argued 
that it was not sufficient to give icss Hebrew, less history 
or less religious instruction because they had less time One 
might well ask whether the type of teaching they had been 
giving up till now was best adaptable to present conditions 

it was suggested that a consultation between 
had been concerned with evacuation problems for the past 
year should take place during the forthcoming holidays at 
Christmas time, at which these questions could be discussed 
They might then reach agreement on basic principles, and 
they would be able to formulate model lessons as a guide for 
teachers. | 

Dr. L. V. Snowman supported the suggestion of the con- 
ference. But in view of the smallness of the attendance at 
that meeting, he thought it was a problem which mieht be 
discussed among the acting Directors of Education in a more 
Or less private manner, with selected representatives of the 
reception areas 

Dr. M. Epstein, the Chairman of the Central Committec. 
who presided, said that the Community was going to be ‘asked 
to provide £25,000 tor education... Obviously the people who 
would have to administer the cducation would be the Education 
Officers. But it would leave a deeper impression on the Com- 
munity as a whole if ‘some sort of public conference were 
held for an exchange of views on what one might term the 
new type of education 


Old Type Outdated 


Many people thought that the old type no longer served its 
purpose. Apart trom that, they had not. as much time to 
give to such education as they had before, and the practical 
question arose of what was the best kind of education to give 
in the new conditions. 

in reply to a qpaneee whether the Committce agreed to 
such & conference being convened, Dr. Epstein said they were 
not m a position to take a decision on the subject... They 
would all agree that it was an advisable plan. But as the 
Board of Deputies was going to make an appeal for this 
moncy, they ought to get the comment of the President of the 
Board on it. 

The meeting considered the estimates for 1941, which were 
approved. The total estimate for the year was £1,354, there 
a d@iffercuce of £1,510 on the etimated cxpenditure 
for 1940. 

The re-election was confirmed of the following four members of 
the Committee: Dr. M. Epstein (Chairman), Mr. L. G. Bow- 
man, Dr. L. V. Snowman, and Mr. |. W. Goldberg ' 

A letter received from the United Synagogue intimated that 
the Shechita surplus and tombstone tax afrangements would 
be continwed as heretofore. 

A recommendation of the Executive Committee was accepted 
that the monctary awards which had hitherto been made by 
the Central Committee to students passing the Jews’ College 
examinations should be discontinued for the period of the war. 
Certificates, however, would be granted. 

The suggestion was agreed to, in connection with the legacy 
of £50 which the late Mr Herbert Adler had left to the Memorial 
Council, that no action with regard to the prize be taken 
during the war, but that after the war prizes be awarded as 
a result of the annual examinations of the Union of Hebrew 
and Religion Classes and the Jewish Religious Education Board. 

The Chairman reported that the address which the. Rev 
Ephraim Levine gave at the memorial service to the late Mr. 
Adler was being reprinted together with a photograph of him 
and an account of the Memorial Meeting which was held 
in that hall. in the form of a brochure, They hoped to 
distribute it principally to the Dominion and Colonial Congre- 
gations. A member of the Central Committee had generously 
undertaken to defray the whole cost of the publication.

From Mir. H. R. OSKOTSKY (Deleeate to the Council)

invitation had been received by us.—Ed., J.C 

[he fact is that the report you quote from the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency is not correct. In my opinion, the resolution 
asking the Council to vote full powers to the Executive was not 
carricd—it was not even put to the vote. Briefly, this is what 
happened 

After the Chairman, Mr. M. H. Davis, had proposed the 
resolution and spoken at length in its favour, Mr. Goldberg 
proposed an amendment to the cliiect that no such resolution 
could be passed as the Executive had not the confidence of 
the mecting He called attention to the fact of the election 
being many years overdue and to the President's failure to 
hold one He reminded the delegates of the recent decision 
of the Beth Din in favour of the Constitutional Group ordering 
the present Executive to convene a meeting for the purpose of 


holding an election—an order which had been flouted and 
ignored. 

The Chairman hereupon jumped up and stated he refused 
to accept this amendment, and it was out of order. 

There were loud shouts of “ Why?" 

The President then said he considered this a question of 
confidence in him: and in the face of many protests declared: 
“ This is a matter of confidence—all in favour of my resolu- 
tion raise your hands!” 

Ihere was complete uproar. It was pointed out that this 
procedure was ridiculous and he could not make a vote of 
confidence and the passing of the resolution into the same 
thing. 

Many delegates protesied that they wished to speak on the 
resolution—the President, however, refused. “I will have no 
more speakers,” he said. “1 will have the vote now.” And 
again he asked for a show of hands. 

By this time the majofity of delegates were on their feet, 
uttcring loud protests, and the uproar was at its height. 

Amid the din. the voice of the President was heard counting 
aloud. Although no more than seven or cight hands seemed 
to me to have been raised, the President announced: “ There 
are 18 for the resolution, a clear majority, the resolution is 
passed.” 

The uproar became louder, and there was some laughter 
when one man shouted: “1 have always supported you, Mr. 
Davis. and was going to speak for the resolution to-day—bdut 
you refused to let me speak. I'll never support you again.” 

‘This meeting then terminated, and only the delegates of the 
Burial Society remained, as a meeting of this body was to 
follow 

I think, Sir, further comment on my part is superfluous. 
Your readers will be able to judge for themselves whether this 
resolution was indeed passed or whether it was another 
“ Reichstag meeting.

THE QUARREL IN THE YISHUV 


Mr. Katznelson’s Charges 
WHY MR. RUTENBERG FAILED 


Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg, as President of the Vaad Leumi 
(Jewish National Council of Palestine), failed in his 
mission to unite the Yishuv because Right-wing elements 
betrayed him, Mr. Berl Katznelson, editor of Davar and 
Palestine Labour leader, declared on Sunday in an address 
at the opening of the lecture hall of Beth Arlosoroff, the 
new Histadruth cultural headquarters at Tel-Aviv, reports 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

Mr. Katznelson spoke at length on the internal situation of 
the Yishuv and the present Orts to establish unity m the 
Jewtsh Community. Mr. Rutenberg, he said, had served the 
Yishuv with a good heart and had sought to prevent hunger, 
to attain political self-defence, and to combat speculation. He 
had worked hafd and suffered for a year, showing tremendous 
patience and a talent for listening to others, but nevertheless he 
had failed utterly. 

The solution of this enigma, Mr. Katznelson said, was to be 
sought in the attitude of the leaders, who saluted him when 
he took up his task and subsequently kicked and deserted him. 

The Histadruth, Mr. Katznelson continued, had sought’ in 
Mr. Rutenberg additional power to rescue the: Yishuv, despite 
fears of a rupture between him and the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency and the Vaad Leumi. But Mr. Rutenberg showed 

oodwill, and therefore the Right Wing immediately deceived 

im. A Right-wing journalist recently explained, Mr. Katznel- 
son alleged, that Rutenberg had failed in the task of ruining 
the Histadruth, and had thus disappointed the Right Wing 

Mr. Rutenberg had answered treachery by appeasement 
and imcessant negotiations, went on Mr. Katznelson, and had 
tried to solve the insoluble problem by arranging a workable 
Vaad Leumi Executive and satisfying all parties. But each 
time he concluded a reorganisation, he heard new complaints 
and tried again. The result was that Mr. Rutenberg took per- 
sonal offence, and his resignation and publication of his much- 
discussed prograrame followed. 


Labour's Bitter Disappointment 


Labour circles, said Mr. Katznelson, received this document 
with bitterness, di<appointment, and the feeling that their 
friendship had not been requited. Mr. Rutenberg's tragedy, 
he said, was that he had come to Zionism from the outer 
world. He desired a strong Vaad Leumi Executive without 
offering concrete proposals, simply assuming that the transfer 
of the Keren Hayesod funds would be sufficient for this. 

Nevertheless, Mr, Katznelson contended, many passages of 
the document were worth while. Mr. Rutenberg demanded 
the putting of an end to the demoralisation of lives in Pales- 
tine, the establishment of a general Labour Federation, cessa- 
tion of party interference in recruiting, and distribution of relicf 
to the needy. His demand for the prohibition of strikes for 
the duration of the war, Mr. Katznelson said, “ may frighten 
our comrades, but I am ready for this provided there is guaran- 
teed a cessation of hunger for the duration. 

“ National: discipline may be enforced either by the free will 
of the people or by a Gestapo. How can we speak of national 
discipline’ without elections and a clear expression of the 
people's will?” he asked, in commenting on Mr. Rutenberg’s 
criticism of plans to hold elections, “™ Everyone,” he said, 
“ preaches the need of new leaders. But where are ticy? 4 ct 
them come and we will see them. We had one—Rutenberg— 
but aged him in a year, 

“ We built Zioniem on class co-operation, as there are. tacks 
that cannot be fulfilled without the co-operation of every 
citizen, but when it becomes a permanent issue we must recen- 
sider... Our orientation is not based on a number of teaders 
but on the masses.” 

Mr. Katznelson then made a warm plea to rise a'ove trast 
errors and strive for maximum understanding between all 
Labour organisations until feelings of discrimination are rocted 
out and a united Labour organisation with equal rights for all 
is established. He concluded by affirming that they had been 
entrusted by the masses with their task and mst Sear their 
burdens and obligations. He expressed the belief that daily 
they approached nearer to the will of the messes, 


ARAB SCIENTIST’S PLEA 


Jewish-Arab Unity Against Nazism 


“ CREATE COMMON SEMITIC 
CULTURE ” 


That Jews and Arabs should unite to fight the Nazi 
menace and to create a common Semitic culture was the 
theme of a lecture given by Ribchi Kemal, a prominent 
Arab scientist at a “living newspaper” arranged in Tel-Aviv 
by the Association of Hebrew Journalists, reports the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

“Nazism is a serious menace, not only for Europe but 
also for the entire Moslem world,” he said. “Jews and 
Arabs must therefore fight shoulder to shoulder to defend 
democracy and to create a common Semitic culture. 

At a banquet held subsequently, Ribchi Kemal recited a 
Hebrew song by Yehuda Halevy.

J. L.. Cohen was active. In the Council room with his clear 
vision and logical mind he almost invariably succeeded in 
levelling to their proper dimensions the mole-hills that often 
as mountains in committee-work. Sineularly modest, 
he frequently—far too frequently—forwent his own  well- 
considered opinion in deference to others, He carried this 
attitude to an. extreme that made it a fault, for his judicial 
mind made him tolerate that which he condemned emotiorrally.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Spiritual Leadership 


“For the priests lips should keep knowledge, and they 
should seek the law at his mouth; for he is the messenger 
of the Lord of Hosts.-~(Malachi, ii, 7) 


I is a striking definition that Malachi, the last Hebrew 
| prophet gives of the function of a priest in Israel and of 

the effect of his ministration on the life of the people. The 
priests activity is not to be confined to the lemple and 
its altar, but ts to influence the way of living of the whole 
Community, and to inspire it with reverence for the Law 
of God and with eagerness to worship His name. The 
priest's aim is to be “ life and peace,” and he is to place this 
aim within reach of the masses of the people by precept 
and practice, by teaching and example, by word and deed. 
Thus the priest becomes the spiritual leader -who is re- 
sponsible for his people’s moral progress, who can check 
imiguity, encourage purity, and further integrity. In order 
to be able to do all this, the priest must have knowledge 
knowledge of God and of man—and he must be ready to 
impart such knowledge to these around him As a 
“ messenger of the Lord of Hosts ” he must have a message 
to deliver, and he should be able to deliver it in such a 
way that the people should be eager to listen to it, that 
they should be anxious to receive his interpretation .of 
the Divine teaching, that they should “seek the Law at 
His mouth.” This is how Malachi removed the line of 
demarcation between Priest and Prophet.. This is how he 
prepared the way for the time when the functions of both 
would be performed to some extent by the teacher ar 
imerpreter of the Torah, by the spiritual leader of later 
centuries, by the rabbi and preacher of to-day 


AS no more weighty and impressive definition of the duties 

and responsibilities of a spiritual leader in Israel has 
heen given since the days of Malachi. it is well that we 
should ponder it and take it to heart. even though tl 
Haftara from which our text ts taken will to-morrow be 
replaced by another. British Jewry is so urgently in need 
of this message. For in spite of the efforts that have been 
made in recent years to endow the position of the spiritual 
heads of our Communities with the dignity and authority 
which the teachers and interpreters of the Torah have 
enjoyed throughout the ages, and which they still com- 
mand in other cowntries, there is a great deal of contusion 
vet prevatiing among us as to the duties, privileges. and 
responsibilities which ought to be attached to such a 
position in our midst, and as to the attainments, qualifica- 
tions, and natural gifts we ought to expect the men to 
possess who are placed in these positions, or even as to the 
activities they ought to be expected to indulge in. There 
are those who imagine that because the conditions in 
which we are living are different from those in which our 
ancestors lived, our conception of the nature of the position 
of our religious leaders must also be different. They even 
go to the leneth of pointing to the conception which our 
Christian neighbours have formed of a ~~ Minister ol 
Religion.” and of the functions to be performed by him, 
as the right conception, and ‘they make every effort to 
miroduce it. or perpetuate it, in our own Community, 
even though such mmitation may sever the historic link that 
connects the Rabbi of to-day with his predecessors through- 
out the centuries. 


HE: words of Malachi ought to bring home to us the 
importance of this historic link and its place in the 
chain which has held Judaism together from the earliest 
times up to the present day. This link must not be 
allowed to snap, and every effort must be made to restore 
it where it has already snapped. We cannot regard an 
exponent of Jewish teaching as qualified for his task 
uniess he possesses knowledge-—-knowledge at least 
of the subject he is called upon to teach—-and is able to 
impart i unto others. We cannot expect communities to 
be -eager to listen to the message from the pulpit unless 
that message has a compelling force, is inspired not only 
by faith and conviction but by a thorough appreciation 
of Jewish moral and spiritual values, is derived from a 
study of Jewish sources, and is delivered with fervour and 
eloquence and rousing enthusiasm. On the other hand 
the lay leaders of our communities ought to dismiss from 
their minds the idea, still prevalent in many quarters, that 
the man who expounds to them JeWish teaching from the 
pulpit is no more than a hired messenger, who is to carry 
out instructions and perform definite duties. as ordered 
by his employers, but is not to- be consulted, or asked 


for authoritative advice, in matters affecting the welfare - 


of the Community, the application of the principles of 
Jewish Law and Tradition, or the determination of the 
communal attitude towards ethical and social problems. 
How often do we come across cases of men who are 
described as the “ spiritual guides” of their congregations, 
whose guidance is never asked for when important ques- 
tions are discussed and grave decisions taken by the com- 
munal leaders, and of whom it is even said that their 
opinions and tendencies are not of much consequence! 
[t is noteworthy that Malachi speaks of “life and peace ” 
as an ideal combination to be achieved by the work of 
the priest. This ought to be the ideal aimed at by every 
spiritual leader in every community... Peace without life 
is valueless. It is the peace of the grave. Life without 
peace is troublesome, and may not be worth living. It 
is poor leadership which succeeds in establishing or pre- 
serving peace in a community at the expense of its Jewish 
life-—just as constant strife in a community points to faulty 
guidance, even though Jewish life there may appear ever 
so vigorous. He who maintains peace and at the same 
time fosters a vigorous life among those entrusted*to his 
spiritual leadership may indeed be described as a “messenger 
of the Lords of Hosts.” It is such leadership that will 
secure the survival of Israel.

HITLER’S RUMANIAN COLONY 
Autonomy for the Nazis 


The foundation of a German-Rumanian group of the 
Nazi Party, announced in Bucharest, means a further blow 
to Rumanian Jewish rights. The group its to be autono- 
mous, and will apply the Nuremberg Jew-laws. There ts to 
be equal status for the German flag with the Rumanian flag; 
and the Nazi Party is to be a protected legal organisation 
and its leadership authorised to issue regulations concern- 
ing German autonomy rights “ with the approval of the 
Rumanian Government.” 

These new powers will accelerate the activity of the Nazis, 
who have lately been trying to counteract the intense dis- 
satisfaction of the Rumanian people at the sudden scarcity of 
food (transported by the invaders to the Third Reich) by 
accusing Jewish shopkeepers of food-hoarding for speculation 
purposes, As a result of Nazi imcitement, serious excesses 
have already taken place in Brasov and Sibiu, where many 
Jewish shops and homes were looted. Anti-Jewish demon- 
strations have been held in Ploesti, Alba-Julia, Braila, ane 
Cralatz. 


MASS DISMISSAL OF JEWS 
Property Seized by the State 


A new Rumanian decree bars all civil commercial under- 
takings from employing Jews. The only exceptions are 
Jewish institutions of a religious or cultural character. All 
other firms employing Jews must dismiss them by the end 
of December at the latest; and the only persons exempted 
are descendants of men who served in the 1877 campaign, 
provided they have adopted the Christian faith, and men 
disabled in the last war. Another decree rules that all 
Jewish-owned office buildings and their equipment, mills, 
distilleries, and industries of economic importance are to 
be confiscated by the State. The shares of all joint stock 
companies of which the majority of the capital 1s in Jewish 
hands must also be harided over. 


ECHO OF EARTHQUAKE DISASTER 
Aid Refused to Jewish Sufferers 


Although the recent earthquake in Rumania caused much 
damage to the Jewish quarters of Bucharest, Ploesti, Bacu, 
Galatz, and Focsani,- the Jews, it is reported, are being 
excluded from any participation in the earthquake relief 
funds, 


Another sidelight on this. official inhumanity which has 


crowned natures havoc ts that the Government mobilised 
Jewish doctors and nurses, recently barred by decree from 
their professions, to help the injured, and set dismissed 
Jewish engineers and technical workers to help clear up the 
material damage. ' 

Municipalities affected by the earthquake forcibly drafted 
thousands of Jews and Jewesses to clear the debris. Those 
who objected were threatened with internment. 


IRON GUARD SPLIT 
Dissidents Fraternise With Jews 


With the expulsion from the Iron Guard of members 
who demonstrated against the Government, the split in the 
Party is now wide open, according to Bucharest reports. 

Only recently the lron Guard was almost solidly pro-Nazi, 
but the arrogant conduct of the German invaders and their 
practice of filling ali important posts with German: Nazis to 
the exclusion of Rumaniaus has opened the eyes of many of 
the Legionaries. Some of them are now showing some friendli- 
ness towards the Jews, and mstances have occurred where 
members have openly asserted that the Party's pro-Nazi and 
anti-Jewish policy was proving detrimental to the Rumanian 
peopic, and that they themselves were willing to help the Jews 
in their great plight in order to demonstrate their disgust with

The official lron Guard newspaper admits that there are 
many in Rumania who are unwilling to follow present foreign 
policy.” and denounces those “ unable to free themselves from 
the old democratic conceptions and those of ill-will hostile 
to the Axis policy.” 


THE ARYAN JEWS 
Hungarian Anti-Semites Are Puzzled 


Should “ Aryans” who have adopted the Jewish faith be 
subjected to Jew-laws? This is the “ problem” which is now 
troubling thé Hungarian authorities. 

In 1894, the Szeklers of Transylvania, a Seventh Day 
Adventist sect, formally joined the Jewish religieus Community, 
observing Jewish ritual laws, including Shechita. Now that 
the district where they live has been annexed by Hungary the 
authorities are wondering whether they ought to persecute or 
not persecute. 

The Szekler Sabbatarian sect was founded at the end of the 
sixteenth century by Thomas Pecsi, Chancellor of the Tran- 
sylvanian Prince Gabriel Bethlen. Pecsi achieved mastery in 
i Hebrew language and translated Jewish liturgical books 
into Hungarian. For three centuries the sect was persecuted, 
and its numerical strength declined. Only a few Sabbatarians, 
living in the village of Boozoedujfalu, were left in the nineteénth 
century, but towards the end of the century their numbers 
increased. 


ALFRED ROSENBERG’S RETURN 


Alfred Rosenberg, the “ philosopher " and anti-Jewish prophet 
of the Nazi movement, who had been to a considerable extent 
ushed into the background of the German scene since the 
Russo-German non-aggression pact, is returning to prominence 
in Nazi Party circles as leader of an intensified anti-Jewish 
campaign according to Berlin reports.

BULGARIA BLACKMAILED 
Forced to Adopt Jew-Law 


Following intense Nazi pressure, a law restricting Jewish 
rights has been passed by the Bulgarian Parliament. 
Bulgaria has 50,000 Jews, who have always enjoyed the 
toleration and respect of the rest of the nation. 

Opposition to the passing of the law has been strong and 
persistent, both in Parliament and in the country. All 
democratic clements hold that it is a breach of the Bul- 
garian constitution, according to which all men are equal 
before the law. It is rumoured that King Boris himself 
opposed the measure, and that ex-Premier Muchanoff, who 
attacked it in Parliament, spoke with the King’s approval, 
M. Muchanoff said that all racial theories were “ pure 
nonsense.” and that the new law was a disgrace to the 
Bulgarian people. who were known for their tolerance 
towards minorities. But Nazi blackmail won the day, and 
Bulgarian Jewry is now added to the list of Hitler's victims. 


JEWRY’S TRIBUTE TO GREECE

Jews in many Jeands are paying tribute to the struggle of 
Greece against the Italian forces. 

Special. prayers were said in the Sefardic Synagogue im 
Jerusalem last week, when glowing tributes to Greece's 
heroic stand were made by Chief Rabbi Benzion U7ziel.

SPLENDID RECORD OF THE REPUBLIC 
By ANDRE PIERRE-BLEUE 


The forced and parrot-like imitation by the Vichy 
Government of the Hitlerite “racial laws” and the pledge 
by General de Gaulle to repeal these Jew-laws, brings the 
question of the Jews in France to the front once more. 

What was the situation of French Jewry immediately 
before the collapse of the French armies? 

it is rather difficult to give exact figures of the numbers of 
Jews in France at the outbreak of war. Since 1874 no men- 
tion of the religion of individuals has been made on anv official 
documents. But the calculations of competent Jewish 
authorities, based on the registers of the Consistoire on the 
natural mecrease and other vital factors. fixed the number at 
approximatcly 250,000 French citizens (born in France or 
naturalised). To this number must be added another 100.000 
Jewish immigrants or refugees, including the victims of the 
racial laws in Germany or German-controlled countries 
(Austrians, Czechoslovakians, and Jews of Polish origin who 
resided in Germany before the Hitler regime and who have 
lived in France since 1933). These clements, as well as many 
Jews of- Russian or Rumanian origin, were permanent resi- 
. dents m France but had not yet been naturalised. The num- 
ber of Jews of Austrian or German origin included among 
these 100,000 immigrants was about 40.000. 

At the beginning of the war about 15,000 (men only) of 
this last category were interned in camps as “ enemy aliens.” 
But immediately after war was declared various commissions 
were sect up under the control of the S@reté Nationale (the 
French Scotland Yard) and many of these internees were 
liberated. Those of military age nearly all volunteered for 
the French Army (Forcign Legion) 

To the numbers of the Jews in metropolitan France there 
must be added those of the Colonial Empire, particularly of 
North Africa, including Algeria (110,000, all French citizens), 
Tunisia (60,000), and Morocco (about 150.000). These last 
are considered only as French protéeés and not: as French 
citizens. The number of Jews who are naturalised Frenchmen 
in these two colonies is small. There are also about 30.000 
Jews in the mandated territory of Syria and in other French 
colonies in Asia (Indo-China), Africa, and amongst the Pacific 
and Atlantic islands, making together an approximate figure 
of 700,000 Jews in metropolitan and imperial France who are 
now likely to be affected by the legal system of the new 
Vichy racial laws. 


‘Serving Their Country 


The contribution both in military service and gifts by French 
Jewry to the present war was quite considerable The per- 
centage of mobilised Jews in relation to the population was 
established as being 10 per cent Ahout 70.000 Jews served 
in the Army, and as French Jewish families were on the average 
larger than other French families, it was not rare to find as 
many as ten members of the same family serving in the Forces. 
As was the case in the last war, there were many officers 
of very high rank, including several distinguished Generals, 
amongst the Jews serving. 

As for material aid, the amount of voluntary contributions 
provided by Jews was large. 

Since the Nazi persecution started in Germany in 1933 very 
considerable help was contributed by French Jews as well as 
by funds coming from Jews elsewhere, notably America and 
Britain. But French non-Jews, especially the intellectuals, were 
not indifferent to Jewish sufferings. In May, 1933, wmportant 
committees were organised by Frenchmen, notably the “French 
Committee for the Protection of German-Jewish Intellectuals.’ 
The Executive of this .organisation was under the Presidency 
of the ex-Minister Louis Rollin, and its Vice-Presidents 
included, in addition to men like Flandin and Piétri, who have 
since betrayed their better feelings, the greatest names in 
French science and literature, Press and politics. A _ decision 
was taken to convene a world conference to organise an intel- 
lectual boycott of Germany. All French members or corres- 
pondents of German academic assoeiations, it was decided, 
should resign. and all German scientists should be excluded 
from international scientific conferences, These decisions were 
faithfully carried out. Material help was also organised, and 
many a Jewish scientist was placed in French State and indus- 
trial laboratories. A great number of books of German- 
Jewish authors were translated into French, and plays by 
German-Jewish dramatists or other German intellectual victims 
of Hitlerism were performed. 

I remember Jéréme Tharaud, one of the brothers Tharaud, 
who were not always considered as friendly towards Jews, 
saying to me: “ Now the French and the Jews have the same 
enemies. Whatever we think of some Jews, our duty ts to 
protest against the outrageous German action.” They wrote in 


Spanish Falangists, aided by German Nazi agents, have 
opened a violent agitation against the small Jewish Com- 
munities in Madrid and Barcelona, and the most fantastic 
charges are being invented against them. It is interesting 
to note that despite Hitler's welcome in Berlin to M. Molo- 
toff, the Soviet Premier and Foreign Minister, Nazi agents 
in Spain still denounce “ Jewish Bolshevism.” 

The Jews fear that this agitation is a prelude to the 
arrival of a German Army in Spain in order to compel 
General Franco to join the Axis, and many of them are 
anxious to leave. Unfortunately, they find all countries 
closed to immigration. A number have, however, left for 
Spanish Morocco and Tangier in the hope that they will 
be safer there. 


U.S. NAZI PLOTTERS EXPOSED 
“Huge Network’ of Espionage 


All Americans are this week discussing the report issued 
by the Dies Investigation Committee, which reveals how the 
Nazis have been plotting to obtain domination in the U.S.A. 
Ihe country has long been aware of the existence of Nazi 
activity, but the extent of it &s shown in the Dies report 
is Staggering. 

lt is now made clear—as often alleged by the U.S. Non- 
Sectarian Anti-Nazi League—that German Embassy and Con- 
sular officials took a leading part in this work, and that Germans 
in the U.S.A. bad their own Nazi Party led by the New York 
Vice-Consul Friedheim Draeger. One leading Nazi agent, Dr. 


Manfred Zapp, had been in contact with Adrien Arcand, the | 


now interned anti-Jewish and Fascist leader in Canada. 

One of the alleged agents named in the report is Dr. Kertess,

Association 

Between 5,000 and 6,000 refugees have brought with them to 
the United States an estimated $20,000 each, which has already 
been put to work in a wide assortment of industries, says the 
pamphict, which quotes a survey made by the National Refugee 
Service revealing that some 2,200 American citizens were 
employed m 303 refugee-founded enterprises. And even more 
important than the caprtal, « adds, are the patents and.the pro- 
cessing secrets ‘vany refugees have brought with them. 


JAMAICA JEW'S £5,000 GIFT TO BRITAIN 


Mr. Horace V. Myers, M.B.E., J.P., of Jamaica, has donated 
£5,000 towards buying a bombing ‘plane for Britain. Recently, 
Mr. Myers sent £1,000 to the Jamaica Bombing ‘Planes Fund: 
and he has given other large amounts to the War Funds. Mr. 
Myers is the head of the firm of Fred L. Myers and Son. 
During the last war he placed his fleet of sailing vessels, free 
of charge, at the disposal of the Government to bring over the 
Bahamas contingent to Jamaica. 

For several years, Mr. Myers was a member of the Legisla- 
tive Council, President of the Jamaica Chamber of Commerce 
and Merchants Exchanec. and other bodies. He is a Past 
President of the United Congregation of Israelites and Senior 
Director of the Synagogue im Kingston. Always active im 
Jewish communal affairs, his firm, since its- foundation, has 
always closed its business premises on Sabbaths and Jewish 
Holy-days. His father, the late Mr Fred | Myers, J.P., was 
also President of the Jewish Community for many years. 


A Bulgarian ship containing five hundred Jewish refugees 
has been wrecked on an Italian island in the Aegean. 
says a Jewish Telegraphic Agency report. « Thus ends, at 
any rate for the duration of the war, one of the most dis- 
tressing refugee odysseys since Hitler's rise to power. The 
refugees, mostly of German and Czechoslovakian origin, 
include 124 women and nine children. . 

According to their own story, they left Bratislava over five 
months ago, embarking on the Bulgarian ship Pentcho, sup- 
posoany bound for Paraguay. Instead, they spent the next 
ive months coasting the danccrous Mediterranean waters in a 
desperate attempt to land anywhere. Attempts were made to 
obtain permission to land in Greece, Turkey, and Rumania, 
but all without success. 

For the whole time the refugees lived in indescribable squalor, 
huddied together half starved in the small and unscaworthy 
Bulgarian vessel. The ship, it is said, did not possess even 
the ‘most elementary hygienic necessities, The refugees slept 
where they could, for the most part in the hold, and with only 
the most rudimentary Sedding. When food was obtainable, it 
usually consisted of stale bread and tea. 

When passing near the Acgean Islands, the captain was 
ordered to pull into port.at the Island of Rhodes in order that 
his cargo might be examined by the Italian authorities there. 
When it was found that the “ cargo” consisted only of five 
hundred emaciated Jews, the Pentcho was instructed to proceed, 
atter a delay of twenty-four hours. Shortly afterwards, however, 
the Pentcho struck a reef at the ncighbouring Italian island of 
Camiloni and went aground. 

The Mahan Governor of the Aegean Islands, M. de Vecchi, 
ordered that assistance should be given to the shipwrecked 
people, whose condition. was by this time pitiable. After being 
fed and given medical treatment they were taken to anothe: 
ey island, where they are to be taken care of for the time 

ing. 


A JEWISH COINAGE 
Ghetto Proposal for Poland 


Some of the leading Nazis in Poland have formulated a 
lan for the tssue of a special currency to circulate among 
ews only, being non-transferable to “ Aryans.” The object 
is to enforce strictly the order that Jews should trade only 
among themselves, and have no trading relations with non- 
Jews 

The recent declaration of the Polish Government in London 
in favour of the complete equality of the Jews in. post-war 
Poland. has tended to improve the relations of the Jews and 
Poles in Poland and has added to the worries of the Nazi 
authorities. It ts this constant fear of Polish-Jewish co-opera- 
tion which compels the Nazis to seek new ways of ensuring 
the segregation of the Jews. 


VIRGIN ISLANDS ADMIT REFUGEES 


Following a petition by the local Assembly, Governor 
Cramer, of the Virgin 4slands, the American possession in the 
West Indices, has issued a proclamation waiving visa and pass- 
port regulations to allow for the admission of European 
refugees pending their re-emigration to the United States and 
other American countrics. 

Ihe Departments of State, Justice, and the Interior are 
conferring to settle details of the refugees’ entry and resilence, 
and Jewish and non-Jewish relicf organisations are to be invited 
to co-operate. 


A third group of 56 German refugees left-Geneva last week 
for San Domingo. They will travel via Lisbon and the United 
States. 


THE TREATMENT AS BEFORE 


The Italian Government has ordered the mobilisation of 
Jewish doctors and engineers who once served in the Forces 
but who were dismissed after the passing of the Jew-laws. 
Mussolini thus follows once again in the footsteps of Hitler, 
who, too, made use of the services of dismissed Jewish doctors 
during the first year of the war. ;

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PAY—OR PERISH! 


DESPITE the improvements introduced into air raid 
shelters, it is plain from Lord Horder’s statements on 
conditions therein that in many cases they constitute 
a formidable social and administrative problem, in 
which all classes of the population are directly con- 
cerned. But grave though the threat undoubtedly ts 
to the physical health of the shelterers it is the moral 
deterioration generated by shelter life which is far and 
away the greatest danger to Jews and non-Jews alike. 
It makes of many minds the ideal field for agitation, 
for slander, and for all the notorious arts and tricks 
of scapegoatism. And as such it provides one of the 
two perils by which the Community is to-day confronted. 

The other is presented by the evacuation upheaval, 
with its menace of unregulated Jewish inrushes into 
numerous areas in which the Jew's presence was till 
recently unknown, or at any rate unfelt. Sharp 
criticism was uttered last week in connection with the 
“qualified persons” whom the Board of Deputies 
propose to appoint to take charge of these new com- 
munities, and in particular about the derisory average 
salary of £5 a week proposed for them. The Secretary 
of the Board now writes to say that the figure of £5 
a week was employed merely for budgetary calculation. 
If such a calculation had to be made at all, it should 
have been performed with a full sense of the very 
heavy calls which an uncertain future, full of unfore- 
seeable possibilities of serious trouble, would demand. 
The sum of £54,000 which was named as the total 
figure aimed at for the first year showed no evidence 
of such a sense. On the contrary, it was calculated, 
by its farcical meagreness, to create the belief. that 
nothing very serious was to be expected, and there- 
fore to chill the communal response at the outset. 

This is the serious aspect of the faux pas that was 
committed. It revealed a state of mind in the communal 
leadership which was clearly not seized with the gravity 
of the outlook and which could only engender or streng- 
then a similar mentality in the Community. If that be so, 
it is high time that both leaders and led woke up. For 
it is better that they should rouse themselves than that 
they should be jolted into wakefulness by some rough 
external stimulus. 

The Community is living in a fool's paradise. This 
is a plain statement of the truth, made, moreover, with 
full knowledge of the gravity of its meaning. A state 
of Jew-consciousness, generated by the frets and irk- 
someness of present-day life, is spreading in many 
quarters, and, if neglected, will be ready in time to 
burst into flame whenever fanned by some unscrupu- 
lous trouble-makers or even by sOme untoward occur- 
rence. These are not fevered imaginings confined to 
a sprinkling of over-anxious fellow-Jews. They are 
the quiet and reasoned convictions of Gentiles in a 
position to know and whose forebodings are justified 
by the quite unparalleled jeopardy in which the whole 
Jewish people stands. True, the untoward occurrence 
may never come, and the unscrupulous mischief-maker 
may not emerge. But, on the other hand, they may. Is 
it the part of sensible men to rely merely on hoping 

for the best and to sit back and do nothing accord- 
ingly? Must we, following the childish and sad 
example of German Jewry, engage in what would be 
nothing short of an insane gamble with Jewish lives or 
happiness, and, like them, descend into the pit? 

Yet the capable men who could take successful 
charge of the new Communities stand aloof. The 
Synagogues who could, with an effort, release able 
Ministers for the work will not let them go, preferring 
apparently to call down at least the darkness, if not 
more of the Egyptian plagues. . And the better-off 
amongst us are believed to be so indifferent to danger 
that the authorities, it seems, approach them with bated 
breath and whispered humbleness, in the spirit of the 
blind man and his penny collecting-box. Blindness is, 
in very truth, the prevalent communal affliction, and it 
is urgent, now, that it be cured. It is well known that 
the resources of many of the rich Jews whose names 
have figured regularly on the charity lists, have been 
largely, if not totally, depleted by generosity to Ger- 
man Jewry and the heavy calls of the war. But are 
there no others, perhaps not rich, but certainly not 
poor, who formerly remained more or less hidden or 
detached while others poured out their wealth? The 
fault of pur communal agencies is that long cnstom 
has saturated them through and through with the 
charity idea. They always seem to be begging in the 
name of charity, to be asking when they should be 

demanding, to be appealing to the pitying heart instead 


of driving an inescapable deal with the will to self- — 


preservation. 


In the present case, it is no question of charity at 
all. It is not charity for others that is asked but the 
means of salvation for ourselves and our children. It 
is not a question of how much we will give—perhaps, 
later on, no money will be left us to give—but how 
much do we value our own survival. Let the leaders 
go forth boldly in this conviction to niggardly Jews, 
crypto-Jews, and Jews with the hide-bound conscience. 
It is for them, at least as much as for their poorer co- 
religionists, or those who have the courage and intelli- 
gence to see what threatens and to realise the wisdom 
of giving, that the sinews of defence are requested. 
Will the laggard talents step forward, or stupidly await 
their fate? 

Will every Jew who can, pay; of would he prefer to 
perish? This must be the line of approach. With 
willing hearts, efficient organisation, and convinced and 
therefore inspiring leadership the perils that beset us 
can be averted. Without them we may just as well 
resign ourselves to the worst that may be coming. 


A REFUGEE SHIP’S TRAGEDY 


Two ships recently arrived in Haifa carrying nearly 1,800 
Jewish refugees. At once difficulties seem to have arisen. 
The local Government arrested the vessels, refused the 
passengers permission to land, and announced that as soon 
as conditions permitted they would be transferred to 
“another British colony ” for the duration of the war. At 
the end of the war, their ultimate disposal would be con- 
sidered: but the warning was added that this does not 
necessarily mean that they would remain in the colony or 
be allowed to enter Palestine. The latest news, however, is 
that another ship, the Patria, to which the refugees had 
been transferred, has accidentally- blown up, thus bringing 
to an end the painful Odyssey of at least those of its human 
cargo who have been killed. Even before this tragic 
denovement of a sad drama of escape, feeling on the sub- 
ject in the Yishuv ran high, and it is not surprising that that 
should have been so. The Palestine Government justify 
their attitude on the ground that while they favour assis- 
tance to the refugees from Nazi-oppressed countries, they 
cannot tolerate the open flouting of the immigration laws. 


UNIMAGINATIVE OFFICIALDOM 


Bur should not the all-embracing rules of mercy and 
loving-kindness carry greater weight with a Government 
representing a Commonwealth crusading for mercy and 
liberty in human relations than a pedantic standing on the 
letter of any politically-inspired law? The Palestine 
Government declare that they wish to discourage illegal 
immigration because of its supposed adverse effect on the 
British war effort in the Near East. But is it neces- 
sary to assume that the Arabs, now brought nearer to the 
reality of the Nazi menace and sworn to bar Hitlerism 
from Palestine soil, would turn a deaf ear to the pathetic 
prayer of Jews who sought escape from the Nazi hordes? 
In any case, some administrative action less wooden than 
was actually adopted—the admission of the refugees, for 
instance, and the placing of them under surveillance pend- 
ing the gradual employment of as many of them as possible 
in some form of war work-——might have been deemed. in 
the circumstances, a sufficient answer to official qualms. 
The course actually taken is in dissonance at least with the 
whole spirit of Britain's war-effort. Now that tragedy has 
intervened, it is to be hoped that the refugees will be 
granted leave of entry and an end to their weary travail. 
They have surely paid the price! 


FRENCH JEWRY’S FATE 


Waar the overthrow of France and the extinction of the 
light it sheds on mankind would mean to the world, if 
unretrieved, has probably not yet been fully realised any- 
where. What immensity of tragedy it would spell for the 
Jews of that and all other countries is explained by a 
correspondent in this issue. The writer bases his comments 
on the recent forced introduction of the Nuremberg Laws 
by the Vichy Government. This vile step affects approxi- 
mately a quarter of a million French Jewish citizens. as 
well as another 100,000 Jewish immigrants or refugees. In 
addition, the Jews of the French Colonial Empire are in 
peril of being victimised, making a total of 700,000 Jews in 
Metropolitan and Imperial France actually or potentially 
affected by the foul Nazi stigma. This, be it remembered, 
of a community dating back, in part, a thousand years, a 
great body which has brought lustre even to the French 
name and served its country with zeal and distinction 
throughout, and not least in the war in which France was 
so suddenly and tragically struck down. The same felon 
blow against Jews has, of course, been dealt wherever the 
Nazis have broken in. That these bandits from a country 
where anti-Semitism took birth should have experienced a 
special pleasure in destroying Jewish rights in France, the 
land where Jewish liberation originated, is therefore not to 
be wondered at! 


A JEWISH DUTY, . 


By the same token, however, Jews in Britain and America 
have a bounden duty to help France and their French 
brethren to the utmost. Sentiments of gratitude for all that 
France and French Jewry have done for civilisation and 
humanity and freedom impose that obligation. The terrible 
gravity of the problem of the 700,000 Jews in France and 
her Empire, a problem that will present itself after the war, 
enforces it. To prepare to help this great community to 
rebuild its broken fabric after the war is one of the most 
crucial in the great complex of tasks that await the sane 
and generous statesmanship of ithe jewish people. : 


CHAMPION OF LIBERTY 


ForTUNATELY, General de Gaulle, the gallant leader of 
the Free Frenchmen who have thrown themselves with 
magnificent courage into the work of restoring their people 
to its rightful place among the nations and saving the 
honour of France, has solemnly pledged himself to put an 
end to the abominable racial laws. With him, as our cor- 
respondent says, are the vast majority of his countrymen, 
It is up to the Jews ifi this country at least to show the 
General and his army in every way possible the fullest 
appreciation of this enlightened attitude and the utmost 
kindness and helpfulness that may be within their power. 


COMRADES 


THose who trusted that the sense of common danger to 
life and ideals would bring Jew and Arab nearer together 
have not hoped in vain. As the war has gone on, and both 
races have experienced the cruelties of Nazi barbarism, and 
fought against them shoulder to shoulder, the evidences of 
a new-found brotherhood have multiplied, and are testified 
to by diverse authorities. One independent writer, speak- 
ing of the Army in the Middle East, tells us that in it serve 
side by side the Jew and the Arab, “ who have buried their 
old enmities, because the one is threatened by Nazi per- 
secution and the other by the menace to the freedom of 
the religion of Islam.” Our own Cérrespondent in 
Jerusalem, speaking of the members of the two races in 
the first Palestinian Company of the Auxiliary Military 
Pioneer Corps—the company which served during the cam- 
paign in France and which won fame by their rearguard 
action at St. Malo during the evacuation of the B.E.F.—says 
that the Jewish officers assured him that not only has there 
not been a single case of friction among them, but that, on 
the contrary, complete fraternity has prevailed between 
them. When receptions were given to the -Jewish soldiers 
at Capetown, on their way back to Palestine, their Arab 
comrades joined in and received a cordial welcome. To 
take one of many further instances, a prominent Arab 
scientist, Ribchi Kemal, has recently been urging the two 
races to unite to fight the Nazi menace, and to create a 
common Semitic culture. 


A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 
It was pretty certain that this welling up of the spirit 


of brotherhood would occur once the pernicious forces of . 


mischief which held it down were removed, and it needed 
only the feeling amongst both peoples that their treasured 
heritage of ideas and their liberties were in jeopardy to 
make it flow im rising volume. In the interests of both 
parties, it is devoutly to be hoped that the Jewish Agency 
is thoroughly alive to the deep significance of this. pro- 
foundly hopeful turn of events, and that it is on the alert 
for new methods and opportunities of stimulating this 
development, precious, as it is, for both Semitic cousins. 
The formation of an inter-racial organisation to foster 
frendship and stamp on incipient hostility might well be 
one of them. : 


THE JEWISH CHRONICLE'S. CENTENARY 


With this issue THe Jewish CHRONICLE has entered into 
its one hundredth year of continuous publication. Next 
November, God willing, the paper will have reached its 
centenary. In other and happier circumstances such-~an 
occasion, so unique in Jewish journalism, would for cer- 
tainty have been marked in appropriate manner, As matters 
are, however, it seems that cannot be. What may be 
expressed, even now, however, is a word of thankfulness 
to those who,for three generations and more, have lent their 
ungrudging support to the paper and sustained it in years 
of tranquillity, as of storm. As far as Jews are concerned, 
it is a truism that the latter have recurred more frequently 
than the more pleasing times, or at least must often have 
appeared to careworn Jews to do so. The pages of THE 
Jewish CHRONICLE can decide any differences that 
point. They remain a faithful record of hopes and dis- 
appointments, of triumphs and defeats, of progress and re- 
action, of rejoicing and suffering, during a momentous 
century of Jewish life. To them the historian turns for 
knowledge, the pessimist for confirmation of his despair, the 
optimist for a message of unquenchable faith. Let us hope 
that the records of the new time, telling of the post-war 
world, will present a story less tinged with grief—the tale 
of a Jewry and of all peoples garnering the liberty and the 
happiness sown in the sorrow of the present tragedy. 


THE PALESTINE SCENE 


THE speech of Mr. Berl Katznelson, delivered at a 
gathering in Tel-Aviv, and reported on another page, makes 
the most deplorable impression. It reads like the tale of 
a parish pump squabble, and its description of conditions 
in the Yishuv is suggestive of anything but a people engaged 
in an heroic and glorious struggle to rebuild its national 
home. Judging from its tone, all sense of responsibility 
and all leadership among the Jews of Palestine seem to 
be submerged in a muddy pond of petty striving and 
personal rivalries, of intrigue, and of charges and counter- 
charges. Is this all that remains of the light that Herzl 
kindled? With a heavy heart one asks: What is amiss 
with Zionism that it should have sunk so low? ‘What can 
its spirit be that in such times as the present, when the 
gravest perils are threatening the Movenient, it can do 
nothing but lose itself in the piffling squabbles of rival 
partisan interests which the onlooker finds hard to believe, 
and almost impossible to follow? All that would appear 
to be left for him is to sigh over an apparently impotent 
leadership, and to leave this miserable negation of nation- 
building to the contempt and rebuke which it so tragically 
earns from all men possessed of a grain of political

Some three weeks ago, in the course of the “ Lift Up Your 
Hearts” broadcast a reference was made by the speaker 
which indicated that he was under the false impression that Lenin 
was a Jew. This error was pointed out to the B.B.C. from whom 
we have received the following reply: 

“I much regret that I have been unable to answer before 
your letter of November 11,'in which you drew attention to 
a referertce to Lenin in the broadcast of ‘Lift Up Your 
Hearts * on that day. 

“ The B.B.C. did not feel happy about this reference agd 
although we are naturally reluctant to ask speakers to broad- 
cast corrections to earlier talks, it was on this occasion deemed 


-mecessary to make it quite clear that the statement about Lenin 


being a Jew was a definite slip. We felt that this had to be 
put right as a matte, of fact and not of opinion and the correc- 
tion was accordingly made in a later broadcast. I need scarcely 
add that all scripts submitted by speakers are carefully scrutin- 
ised in advance of the broadcast, and | think I may say that 
slips of this sort are fortunately rare; | hope you may have 
no further cause for similar complaint.” 

The letter was sent on behalf of the Director of Secretariat.

MANCHESTER AND LONDON 
CO-OPERATE 


Evacuees’ Welfare and Education 


{From our Correspondent] 


On the outbreak of war, an Evacuation Co-ordinating 
Committee was set up under the auspices of the Council 
of Manchester and Salford Jews to make the necessary 
arrangements for the religious welfare of Jewish school- 
children e@cuated from Manchester and Salford to various 
parts of Lancashire, Cheshire, and Derbyshire. 

The assistance of the Council and the Committee has 
now been invoked by the London Jewish authorities, the 
Joint Emergency Committee for Jewish Education and the 
Board of Deputies, in connection with the evacuation of 
Londoners, young and old, to North-West England. 

The President of the Council. Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., Dr. 
A. Altmann (Manchester's Cornriunal Rabbi), and Mr. R. 
Barrow-Sicree (President, Manchester Shechita Board) are in 
close touch with Dr. Nathan Morris, of the Joint Emergency 
Committee; and Mr. A. G. Brotman, of the Board of Deputies, 
on these questions, and the Revs. Bernard Casper, P. Selvin 
Goldberg. Dr. I. W. Slotki, and J. Vilenski and Mr. L. Harris 
have been asked to investigate the situation in a number of 
reception areas accessible from Manchester and report upon 
the measures which seem necessary for the welfare of the 
Jewish evacuces. 

The local Government officials and the education authorities 
are m all cases offering wholchearted co-operation to the Jewish 
representatives. Sir P. E. Meadon, Director of Education for 
the areas governed by the Lancashire County Council, was 
recently visited by Dr. Nathan Morris and Dr. |. W. Stotki. 
He assured them that. in the schools within his jurisdiction, 
he would be ready to offer all reasonable facilities for carry- 
ing on the Hebrew instruction which the evacuated Jewish 
children had been receiving in L.C.C. schools. 

Dr. Morris visited Blackpool and Southport to imaugurate 
arrangements for Jewish education. The Manchester repre- 
sentatives will, in the, main, cover inland districts to which 
chiefly London Jewish mothers with their children have been 
evacuated. 


ORGANISING JEWISH EDUCATION 
IN MANCHESTER 
Appointment of Hon. Inspector 


Steps to strengthen the position of the Joint Jewish 
Education Board for Manchester and Salford and to estab- 
lish it as the central Jewish educational authority in the 
district have been taken at recent meetings of the Board. 

Mr. Levy Davis, who presided, Invited suggestions for the 
strengthening of the Board's authority and influence, In a 
diecussion which followed, the questions of arranging a mini- 
mum curriculum for all local Hebrew classes, canvassing for 
new pupils, and of supervising the work of local Chedarim 
were referred to. -“ 

Dr. I. W. Slotki, Hon. Secretary, said that, in addition to the 
irregularity of pupils’ attendances owing to the black-out and 
air raids, and the shorter period which was accordingly avail- 
able now for instruction, there was the very great difficulty 
of providing proper religious instruction for those Manchester 
and Saltford Jewish children who remained evacuated in the 
reception areas and were dispersed over a wide area. 

It was agreed to co-opt on to the Board Messrs. A. Gadian, 
A. J. Borin, Samuel Davies, L. M. Glancy, and E. Raffles. 

At the following mecting, Mr,.. Nathan Laski, J.P.. and the 
Rev. P. Selvin Goldberg were co-opted on to the Board. 

Rabbi Dr. Altmann, Communal Rabbi, said that a central 
and authoritative body was needed to give direction and advice 
to all Jewish educational institutions in Manchester and Sal- 
ford. It ought to be established that all those institutions 
should agree to the principle of inspection by an officer 
appointed by, and responsible to, the Joint Jewish Education 
Board. He recommended that this officer should be an inde- 
pendent person not already connected with one of the institu- 
tions concerned; furthermore, he should be an educationist 
with wide experience in the methods of modern ways of teach- 
ing, who would be an inspiration both to the children and to 
the teachers.with whom he came into contact. Rabbi Altmann 
said that a number of Ministers whom he had approached had 
wholeheartedly agreed to the kliea and were quite willing to 
open their schools to the inspector appointed by the Board. 

After a discussion, the Board resolved unanimously, on the 
roposal of Dr. Altmann, seconded by Dr. Slotki,.“ that Dr. 
Meir Wallenstein be appointed as Hon. Inspector for a period 
of six months.” 

Dr. Wallenstein holds the Langton Fellowship at Manchester 
University and lectures on Modern Hebrew language and litera- 
ture in the Semitics Department there.

CONGREGATION 


Policy Towards Small Synagogues 
(From eur Correspondent} 


The attitude of the Leeds United Hebrew Congregation 
towards the smaller Congregations of the city was defined 
by Mr. D. L. Sandelson when he presided at a meeting of 
the Council on Sunday. 

Speaking of the position of the Psalms of David Synagogue, 
Mr. Sandetson said he wished to extend, in the name of the 
Congregation, congratulations to that old-established Syna- 
gogue on the loyalty shown by their members. recently, when, 
in response to an appeal made by Mr. Mark Labovitch, whose 
family had been associated with the Synagogue for over 40 
years, the sum of £1,000 was raised to meet a contingency. He 
hoped that Congregation would continue to flourish. ¢ one 
of the older of the smaller Congregations, it still had a definite 
place in the affections of many people in the Leeds Community. 
It was necessary, said the speaker, that he should reaffirm the 
policy of the United Hebrew Congregation towards the indepen- 
dent Congregations. They desired nothing better than the suc- 
cess of these Congregations, but Wherever possible, amalgamation 
should be effected among them in order to avoid. redundant 
places of worship and their uneconomic administration. A 
considerable number of families had a sentiment towards some 
of the smaller Congregations in which they were reared. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Henry Freedman, said that the Executive 
had had under consideration applications for increase in 
salaries. In view of the effect on their income of members 
joining the Forces and families evacuating, t could not 
recommend an increase all round, but would consider the case 
of the lower ‘paid officials. Mr. R. Silman suggested that, in 
view of the increase in the cost of living, the matter should 
be referred back for further consideration. Mr. M. Sclare 
moved that the recommendation of the Executive be adopted,

LEEDS AND THE EVACUEES 


The Rev. I. Cohen’s. Survey 
*“ NUMBERS EXAGGERATED ” 


{From our Correspondent] 


At a special meeting of the Executive of the United 
Hebrew Congregation held on Sunday last, with Mr. D. I. 
Sandelson presiding, the Rev. I. Cohen presented a survey 
of the question of London evacuees and the Leeds Jewish 
Community. 

“ Many exaggerated estimates of the number of London 
Jews evacuated to Leeds have been bandied about during the 
past weeks,” says Mr. Cohen's survey. “I have heard it said 
that as many as 4,000 Jews have arrived in this city. The truth 
is that a total of 2,500 evacuees, both Jewish and non-Jewish, 
have been reaistered with the Billeting Authorities. From 
official lists which | have seen it appears that 20 per cent. 
of these are Jewish. Besides that figure, it is computed that 
400 Jews have evacuated privately without receiving any allow- 
ance from the billeting authorities. 

“Tt has been alleged that many residents with plenty of 
room and servants to help have refused to take im - these 
refugees. Such selfishness, however, bas been set off by the 
heartening response of a large section of the Community in 
offering accommodation and gifts in cash and kind, 

“ The Shechita Board haye received applications for licences 
from London butchers who claim that they should be per- 
mitted to cater for the present large increase ‘in the local 
population. The Home for Aged Jews are considering a sugges- 
tion of the London Board of Deputies to make provision for 
a number of aged Jews who wish to be evacuated from London. 

“The Chevra Kadisha have had to deal with some cases 
of death among the evacuces. They have communicated with 
the United Synagogue and Federation of Synagogues of London 
in order to make some arrangement concerning the burial 
of members of their Synagogues. In. many cases, however, the 
family of the deceased have preferred that the body be conveyed 
to London for burial there.” 


Problems in the Villages 


Mr.. Cohen goes on to describe the steps being taken by 
the Jewish Evacuce Committee, the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
and Welfare Committees to raise funds and provide clothing, 
and proceeds: “ Arrangements should be made to meet the 
evacuees at the station and. give them temporary shelter until 
they find more permanent accommodation. What is urgently 
required by many young mothers is the establishment of a 
well-organised créche where children can be cared for while 
the mothers supplement their incomes by some employment. 

“Tt is interesting to note that of the 5,000 London mothers 
and ciuidren scattered by the Government among more than 
thirty Yorkshire villages, less than 3 per cent. are Jewish, 
despite the fact that the London districts from which they were 
evacuated are known to be thickly populated with Jews. 

“ Jewish housewives find it difficult to settle down in the 
small cottages where I found there was no place to interview 
the evacuces except on the doorsteps. The limited cooking 
facilities provide further difficulties. No cases of anti-Jewish 
discrimination have come to my notice. In one: village, how- 
ever, it was necessary to remove a Jewish family which had 
made rself obnoxious to the jocal inhabitants, because of 
refusal to comply with the requests of the billeting authorities. 
A dangerous source of anti-Semitism was. thus removed. 

“ It. ts clear,” concluded the report, “ that the presence of 
a hason officer among the Jewish evacuces is essential. Par- 
ticularly is this reauired in villages where Jews have until now 
been unknown. .The future of the good name of Jewry may 
well depend on. the impression created by these evacuces.”’ 

The Chairman thanked Mr. Cohen for his survey and made 
a suggestion (which was agreed to) that the matter be deferred 
for consideration at a special meeting in the near future. 


At a recent meeting of the Leeds Jewish Refugee Com- 
mittee it was reported that many letters of thanks had been 
received from Leeds internees acknowledging special gifts of 
food and comforts for the recent Holy-days. Mrs. I. Shul- 
man, Mrs. Markman, and Mrs. Graham, who were responsible 
for atranging this effort, were thanked for their services.

Presiding at this 
meeting, Mr. Levi gave a résumé of developments since the 
visit of the Rabbinical Commission in March, and then begged 
the Congregation to adhere to the Beth Din's appeal for amal- 
amation and not go back on their pledge. “ Unless a satis- 
chery decision is arrived at,” he said, “ we may not be able 
to renew our Shechita licences, which expire next month.” 
Rabbi M_ E. Rogosnitsky made a stirring plea for a united

Cohen, E. Blaiberg, S. idberg, and A. Minski.

The Refugees 


BISHOP’S ISLE OF MAN VISIT 
Stormy Scene in Manx Legislature 


The Bishop of Chichester’s visits to Manx internment 
camps were the subject of lively discussions in the Manx 
Legislature last week. 

Mr. Eric Fargher, a member of the House of Keys, sug- 
= to the Governor, Lord Granville. that mm view of the 

ishop's statement in the House of Lords and of “ unfounded 
allegations against the administration of the camps made b 
the Free League of German Culture in Great Britain, of which 
the Bishop is a patron, he should be prohibited from entering 
the Isle of Man until he gave satisfactory assurances.” 

The Governor replied that the Bishop had not been guilty 
of any contravention of the Defence Regulations which would 
warrant such action. The Bishop had written to the Press 
saying that the report of the Free German League was not com- 
piled or influenced by him, and that he had no knowledge 
of its contents before publication. “It is a matter for the 
Bishop himself,” added the Governor, “ whether he can con- 
tinue association with the body responsible for such a gross 
travesty of the facts.” 

A defence of the Bishop was also made by the Bishop of 
Sodor and Man, his host while was on the island. 
He said that long before the war the Bishop of Chichester had 
been deeply interested m Jewish refueces and persecuted 
German pastors, and his visits were made to keep contact 
with those whom he had known before their internment. The 
Bishop of Chichester was greatly respected for his ability, 
stateermanship, and fine character. 

Mr. Fargher objected to the Bishop of Sodor and Man being 
privileged to address the House, and icft the Chamber in 
protest. 

(The report of the Free German League of Culture alleged 
that women aliens interned in the Isle of Man were inadequately 
fed, and that~ medical attention was insufficient.) 


A BIRMINGHAM PROTEST MEETING - 
““ Muddle, Conflict, and Misery ” 


A reversal of the Government's policy on the internment of 
political and racial refugees from Nazi Oppression was advo- 
cated by an open conference. convened jointly by the Refugees’ 
Self-Aid Committee, the Council for Civil Liberties, and other 
organisations, in Birmingham last weck. It was urged that 
all refugees not suspected of Nazi or Fascist sympathies or 
activity should be released, and a protest was recorded against 
the treatment of refugees, and im particular against the intern- 
ment of anti-Nazis. 

Mr. Francois Lafitte, whose book on the internment of aliens 
ha< lately been published, said that in one camp at icast, Nazis 
and anti-Nazis were still locked up together. A tremendous 
amount of muddic, conflict, and misery cxisted, yet the Govern- 
ment did nothing about it 

Councillor J. Silverman said that it was no good telling the 
people of Germany, Austria, and Czechoslovakia to strike for 
freedom when we in this country were depriving them of their 
freedom. We had subiccted them t6 conditions which were 
incompatible with our professcd war aims. 

A corhmittee was appointed to bring to the attention of the 
Ministry of Home Security the views expressed by the con- 
ference, and to watch the devclopment of the situation. 


NAZIS AND ANTI-NAZIS AT HUYTON 


Why is it that anti-Nazis and the avowed Nazis are still 
bemg herded together in the same internment camp? 

Information reaches me (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative) which goes to show that this practice has not yet 
been climinated. and that there is need for prompt and drastic 
action on the part of the authoritics in order to end this 
scandal once and for all. : 

At Huyton Camp, | am informed, considerable trouble has 
been caused by this intermingling of these two sets of people, 
who at heart and in mind are diametrically opposed to cach 
other. 

The serious allegation is made ‘that Nazis from various camps 
have been sent to Huyton, where there are also about 25 
genuine anti-Nazi refugees, several of them Jews, while another 
40 have come from the various camps on the Isle of Man. 


HOLIDAY COMFORTS FOR INTERNEES 


German, Austrian, and Czech refugee organisations are 
asking for contributions towards a Christmas holiday fund for 
anti-Nazvis and victims of Nazi persecution who are now 
interned i Britain. Increaced help, it is declared, is urgently 
needed for those who have to face winter in the camps, among 
them expectant mothers, mothers with babies, and old people 
between SO and 65, many of them ailing. Any contribution 
(money, clothing, food, books, tobacco, etc.) ki be sent 
to the organisers of the Fund, 132, Westbourne Terrace, W.2. 
Among the signatories to the appeal are the Free German 
League of Culture and the Counci] of Austrians in Great 
Britain. 

The Home Secretary has issued a list cataloguing the com- 
mittees and tribunals and other bodies set up to deal with the 
various Classes of aliens. 

Consideration of applications for naturalisation has been 
suspended, it is announced b Home Office. Exceptions 
will be made in the case of women who lost their British 
nationality on marriage and whose marriages have been 
terminated, and British-born women married to cnemy aliens. 


BLACK 
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RESTRICTIONS ON WIVES OF 
SERVING ALIENS 


A Grave Injustice 


[From our Special Correspondent\ 


The restrictions placed by the new Aliens Order on the 
wives and minor children of aliens serving in H.M. Forces 
constitute a grave injustice to them. {A protest in the 
House of Commons ts referred to under “ Parliament” in 
this issne.) 

Hitherto, women married to Germans and Austrians in the 
Forces, including the A.M.P.C.. were cxempted from regula- 
trons such as the curfew, the ban on the use of motor-<ars, 
amd restrictions on their movements. A new Order has now 
been issued, “ Aliens No. 2 Order, 1940," which cancels the 
exemption clause in the Aliens Order and substitutes another 
saying that any alien m H.M. Forces or the Allied Forces is 
exempted from the provision of the Aliens Order, but making 
no reference whatever to the wives or minor children. 

This means that the German wife of a German refugce in 
the Forces is now treated as an enemy alicn, and must register 
with the police and cannot move without police permission. 

The effect of this will be serious. First, it is a bitter blow 
to many women who have been proved by the tribunals to be 
friendly to this country, and who are proud that their husbands 
are in the Army, many of them having fought in France, Yet 
the wives are suddenly treated as dangcrous people. Secondly, 
a large number of them will lose their work, as this stigma 
put upon them will create suspicions in the minds of employers, 
while many of them will be prevented from continuing their 
work by the physical restrictions imposed on them. Thirdly, 
these loyal women will find it exceedingly difficult to obtain 
new employment. 

It should be noted that every month the labour market is 
abcorbing many hundreds of forcign women whose integrity 
has been proved to the entire satisfaction of the authorities 
and who are rendering valuable services to the country at the 
present time. 

The effect on male refugees wil! also be serious. There are 
at present many hundreds of apolicants «till awaiting cxannna- 
tion before being enrolled in the Forces. When these men 
join, they will do so knowing that they may leave their wives 
in idleness under the suspicion of being dangerous enemics. 


JUDAISM COMES TO ISLE OF MAN 
A Religious Revival 
[From a Carrespondent) 
A year ago there may not have been a single Jew on 
the Isle of Man; to-day, the island has what must be the 


fullest Jewish life in the world. 
The terrible sufferings that the internees have endured for 


years do not appear to have embittered them; they did not - 


turn against God or even away trom Him. Ihey turned 
towards Him The lukewarms and indifferents, the unde- 
nominationals (an Austrian speciality) and even the baptised, 
to-day discuss their Jewishness much more unafiectedly than 
they have in the whole of their lives. Those who have always 
been relimmous Jews find a real consolation m the fact. that, m 
exile and mierament, they are at feast in a Jewish Community. 

This will perhaps be the last opportunity in their lives to 
discuss. constantly and quictly with their comrades the eternal 

oblem of being a Jew. The /eitmotif of most conversations 
m. the camps is “ We Jews.” 

This self-centring has the additional advantage of dissociat- 
me the refugecs from: their German past and removing any 
feeling that they are “ cnemy aliens.” The authorities them- 
selves scem to recognice. this distinction, for they allow the 
prisoners to live them religious tives more fully and intensely 
than most free men im Europe can now do. Undiverted by 
business. the Orthodox can live their Judaism as the Scrip- 
ture enjoins, when they walk by the way, when they lie down, 
and when they rise up. 

It is amazing that even in the transit camps there is always 
a Mincha service on the very day of arrival. in the ordinary 
camps. on weckdays there are more worshippers than im the 
Great Synagogue, London, on Sabbath. Prayers are said with 
an ardour that has become rare since the destruction of Jewish 
life in Eastern Europe. ft is surprising what a large number 
of internees brought their own Tallis, Teffillin, and prayer- 
books with them. ht w a still greater miracle how the Syna- 
goguc Committees found ways and means of providing the for- 
ectful with these requisites. Long before the appearance of 
books and newspapers, sufficient copies were availabic of the 
Pentateuch in many editions. 


“ By the Waters of the Irish Sea... .” 


The scene when Tisha b’Ab occurred was typical. The event 
overshadowed the whole camp life. Alany imternees fasted; 
the social centres were closed: there was no music; the 
Orthodox sat by candicheht and intone’ the Lamentations of 
Jeremiah. They sat by the waters of the Irish Sea and wept, 
as the cailes wept by the waters of P«bylon. 

Every Sabbath teaves its mark on camp life. The Ark is 
set up with unimaginably modest cquipment. Cardboard and 
ink are skilfully used to suggest the stone plates with the 
initials of the Ten Commandments. Ornaments for walls and 
windows. scven-branched Candlesticks and Magen David are 
made of paper. The worshippers forget they are refugees and 
internees: they are “in Shool,” apd welcome loudly the 
approach of: Princess Sabbath.

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Jewish Cookery 
SAUSAGES. 


MASHED potatoes, rice, haricot beans, 
spaghetti are all excellent accompaniments 
to sausages. So are apples. These last- 
named can ‘be cut across into slices, or like 
chip potatoes, and fried in the sausage fat, 
or they can be cooked as follows: blanch 
some sausages (i.c.. pour boiling water over 
and let stand for a minute). Line the 
bottom of a greased oven dish with thickly 
sliced sour apples, lay the blanched 
sausages on top, and bake in a moderate 
oven for about half an hour. Or another 
way to serve sausages and applies is to core 
the apples and fill the centres with sausage 
meat. Bake till the apples are tender but 
not broken. 


Sausage Pudding 


Line a basin with suet crust Skin as 
many sausages as required and fill the basin 
with them together with a sliced onion or 
leek and one or two sliced potatoes and, 
if available, one or two fresh or tinned 
tomatoes Season with salt and pepper, 
pour over a little water or stock, put on 
a lid of pastry, cover with greased paper, 
and steam for 24-3 hours. 


Sausage Pie 


THis can be made with a foundation of 
potatoes, rice, or spaghetti. 

If using potatoes, parboil them and cut 
into slices. Put a layer in the bottom of 
a fireproof. dish, season with salt and 
pepper, and sprinkle with finely chopped 
onion, then add a layer of cut-up sausages, 
repeat the layers and cover with sliced 
potatoes, pour in sufficient stock barely to 
cover, and bake in a moderate oven for 
an hour. 

Use rice or spaghetti if there is some left 
over from a previous meal (or cook some 
till tender), season well, and add a little 
tomato sauce. If there should be any left- 
over carrots, celery, or leeks in the larder, 
chop these and mix them in. 


Sausages in Baked Potatoes 


Cuoost potatoes of equal size and not 
too small. Peel them and make a hole in 
each with an apple corer, but do not go 
right through to the other end. (The 
potato that has been removed can be used 
in soup or hotpot.) Stuff the hole with 
sausagemeat and bake in a hot oven with 
a little dripping till the potatoes are soft, 
basting them from time to time. 


Sausages With Turnips 


CHOOSE even-sized turnips as many as 
required, peel them, and boil for 15 
minutes in salted water. Scald some 
sausages and remove skins, add a _ little 
chopped parsley, and with floured hands 
rolt into as many small balls as there are 
turnips. Drain turnips thoroughly, cut each 
across three times about two-thirds down, 
and place a sausage ba!!l in each; put on a 

reased fireproof dish. place a tiny knob of 
pears ae on each, and bake in a moderate

tion of jelly from the fruit he just can't 
stand. 

What is the meaning of any individual 
reaction against a food? On_ scientific 
grounds it may well be proved that the 
original distaste arose from a biochemical 
disinclination of the body to assimilate that 
food when it was proffered. But in many 
cases the disinclination is merely tempor- 
ary, and unless the subject had made a 
sort of point of registering that distaste, no 
further trouble would have arisen. 

It is quite understandable, for instance, 
that a person suffering from a _ bilious

have been allowed to develop. For food 
fussers have a habit of outgrowing their 
nursery days, and carrying on into adult 
life, and even into ripe old age, the tife- 
some habit of discriminating, sometimes 
most acidly, between the foods offered to 
them. 

“Please don’t give me any onions,” says 
one woman, when being helped to a dish 
of nourishing war-time stew. The hostess 
vainly digs in the pot and makes heroic 
efforts to separate the onion from the other 
vegetables, of which the onion-hater 
declares (perversely, the hostess thinks) 
she is inordinately fond. 

The small boy who has a helping of 
fruit jelly and discovers in it bits of 
banana, his pet abomination, causes a mild 


attack would reject with some heat the 
offer of cream or any kind of fat. But 
when he has recovered from his digestive 
disturbance, he normally goes back to such 
foods without any difficulty. 

The food faddist is generally fussy 
about many kinds of food, whereas the 
eater with a reputation for “eating any- 
thing” does, in fact, manage to consume 
with relish practically every dish that is 
set before him. It would seem, therefore, 
that the food fusser is not born but made. 

Meal-times are in many families a signal 
for all kinds of minor disturbances. Where 
the mother of the house has cooked the 
food, she arrives at the table with a sort 
of dual feeling of self-pity for the trouble 
that has been imposed upon her and a 


large appetite for praise of her culinary 
art. She may net, out of modesty, 
directly induce the expression of this 
praise of her accomplishments, and so her 
warped and frustrated, but extremely 
natural, sentiments get kind of twisted into 
the ever-ready commiseration she enjoys 
for her own hard lot. She becomes touchy 
and prone to visit her disappointment 
especially on the member of the family 
who fails, by not gobbling up his portion 
and asking for more, to feed her just 
pride. 

To this cause may be attributed many 
children’s initial food fads. 

Another frequent cause of the same un- 
fortunate state of affairs is the fixed con- 
viction of some mothers that a certain food 
is especially good for a child. Inspired by 
this almost fanatic faith she will attempt 
almost at the point of the knife to ram 
the food down the recalcitrant child's 
throat, with the obvious and inevitable 
result that it achieves forthwith a serious 
distaste for that particular form of 
nourishment. 

The most practical thing for such 
mothers to do is to keep their views on 
the special virtues of a given dish strictly 
to themselves. In fact, the whole tempo 
of family meal-time should be governed by 
the determination of the presiding genius, 
whether she is directly responsible or not 
for the menu she presents, to eschew as 
much as possible all reference to food. 


No Battleground 


Never should you make meal-times a 
battle-ground for family differences. Many 
a confirmed food fusser owes his condition 
to the fact that his parents chose the break- 
fast-table for the settlement of family 
problems that were beyond solution. The 
atmosphere of strife, anger, and unceér- 
tainty reacts on the sensitive nerves of a 
child’s stomach and produces a kind of 
nervous nausea which is fatal to the enjoy- 
ment, or even the partial digestion, of food. 

The fussy child as regards food is 
actually the greedy child, who will not 
scruple to overeat when he can get the 
kind of things he really likes, and will 
worry and beg for sweets and odd bits and 
spend far too much of his mental energy 
thinking about food. The real trouble is 
that he has been allowed to concentrate far 
too much on food, and a correction of his 
sense of proportion is cbviously indicated. 

If the war, with its need for rigid home 
economy coupled with the most urgent 
need for adequate nourishment, helps us to 
eliminate the food fusser, at least one good 
will have come out of it, and future genera- 
tions will be spared that most irritating of 
social square pegs, the man or woman who 
by fussing about food often seriously 
impairs the enjoyment of an _ otherwise 
perfect “ rill mill.”

1 
hold the view very strongly that while it may be necessary 
to detain certain people during critical periods of a country’s 
history, that detention should be surrounded with the utmost 
safeguards, My objection to the present situation is that 
a great many people are in prison without having had the 
advantage of the safeguards provided because the machinery 
for carrying out those safeguards has failed. I object to 
the unlawful detention of any person without proper trial,

ILL-TRAINED JEWISH TEACHERS 


The problems of Jewish education’are varied and com- 
plex, but there is one all-important facet of this question 
which does not seem to have received the attention it 
merits. i refer to the fact that whilst there is a recog- 
nised standard of knowledge for the teaching profession, 
there is no such qualifying criterion of ability to impart 
that knowledee. For example, the Jews’ College so-called 
“ Teacher's Diploma” is a standard of knowledge only, 
and despite the stipulation that a short period of teaching 
experience is required, this does not necessarily imply 
ability to teach. The modern teacher is required to under- 
g0 a thorough and intensive training in the recognised 
principles and psychology of teaching. The very nature 


of the difficulties of Jewish education makes stich a policy’ 


all the more necessary.. Then there is the case of the 
graduate for the Ministry, who, among the multifarious 
duties required of him, invariably has to undertake the 
supervision of the Hebrew and religion classes-—-again with- 
out any consideration of aptitude or inclination, and 
without specific training in the art of teaching. In much 
the same way the Reader and/or Beadle may also be 
required to take charge of one of the classes, as an addition 
to his primary duties. - Is it not surely high time that we 
raised the profession of teaching to its erstwhile traditional 
status, and that we take steps to ensure that they are 
teachers in the full sense of the word?——-Mr. H; ZAGERMAN, 
26, Ernald Place, Uplands, Swansea. 


DEPUTIES SCAMPING THEIR JOBS? 


Is there something wrong with our Deputies? Once 
every month they are expected to attend meetings, and 
yet now, When the future of the Community is in 
serious jeopardy and attendance should be regarded as a 
paramount duty the record is appalling.

The Rabbi's Day Out with the Hill-Billies 


Rabbi Robert P. Jacobs, of Asheville, North Carolina, a 
well-known U.S. broadcaster on Jewish matters, ‘receives, in the 
course of his work, hundreds of letters from Jewish and non- 
Jewish listeners. But never has a Rabbi received such a curious 
request as came recenily to him from Becky Robbins, of 
Tennessee (says the Narionat Jewish the B'nai B'rith 
organ, of Washington, D.C.). 

t was scrawled on a penny postéard, and it came from a 
tiny tsolated hamlet way down in Tefinessee, and it ran: “ deer 
Rabi Jacobs, We uns lisen to ur rade speechs never seen a Jew 
com se us so the chilluns can se a Jew man.” 

Rabbi Jacobs was intrigued, to say the least, and one morning 
he and his wife drove the 89 milcs into the mountainous 
country, and managed to find the Robbins family The mother 
turned out to be a pipe-smoking elderly woman, and she had 
six children of assorted ages. Greeting him with some embar- 
rassment, she turned to her brood and said: “ He-uns a Jew 


man. He-uns the radio preacher.” The children looked over. - 


the Rabbi and his wife and asked: “Do you-uns speak 
American? 

There énsued.an hour of stilted and choppy conversation, 
during which Rabbi Jacobs evidently explained many things 
to the Robbins family. The brood gradually got used to a 
“ Jew man,” and finally the mother asked Rabbi Jacobs if he 
believed in “ owr Lord Jesus” or in “ a no-account Gawd.” 
The Rabbi's answer was apparently satisfactory, because when 
he departed, the mother was smiling pleasantly, and the eldest 
child, a tall, scrawny girl, shook. his hand and whispered: 
“| put her to a-writin’ to ya, Preacher Man. I'm glad y'all 
could come.” 


TO SHOOL BY AEROPLANE 
R.A.F. Officer’s Kindly Act

L. ill-feeling towards Jews), and, hearing 

that the Sergeant, being stationed “in 

the wilds,” could not get to a Synagogue in time for 

the service, arranged for him to be a passenger in a ‘plane 
bound for an airfield close to a town with a Synagogue... 

This, Sergeant Kolitz says, is only one example of that 
wonderful feeling of respect for the other fellow's belicfs 
that he has found to be one of the cardinal virtues of the 
Englishman. 

The Sergeant was born in Lithuania, his father (now 
dead) having been a Rabbi there, and his mother now lives 
in Jerusalem. On the death of hus father the family went 
to South Africa in 1925, living first in Johannesburg and 
later in Salisbury, Rhodesia. Having become a naturalised 
British subject at the earliest opportunity, Kolitz volun- 
teered for the Air Force when war broke out, but was 
not called up till some months ago. After intensive train- 
ing, he gained second place in order of merit out of 48 
in the stiff examinations set for the Air Gunner's badge.

jam tart: apple strudel. A full meal can be supplied for 7d. 

In charge of the Centre is Mr. L. Cohen, Headmaster of the 
Stepney Jewish School, whose wife acts as voluntary cook. The 
Deputy Superintendent is Miss RK. Landau, who is the domestic 
economy instructress of the School. Then there is the teach- 
ing staff and a band of voluntary helpers. The Rev. M. 
Zeffertt visits the Centre daily on behalf of the WUnited 
Synagogue Welfare Committee.

Tel-Aviv in Leeds 


The Leeds Jewish Students’ Association recently arranged a 
novelty entitled “ Appointment in Tel-Aviv.”

INTERNATIONAL CRAFTSMEN’S CENTRE 


An exhibition by the International Craftsmen’s Centre is 
being opened this afternoon at 2.15 at 83, Palace Gardens 
Terrace.

CAREERS ADVICE 


An Advisory Committee has been set up by the Minister 
of Labour and National Service “to examine the reserva- 
tion position of men in the London area who were regis- 
tered .. . in the occupational group of office or depart- 
ment manager.” At present these occupations are reserved 
at the age of 30. 

This committee has to base its advice to the Ministry on the 
investigation of individual cases (and this may lead to reviews 
in the cases of other reserved occupations wm offices and in 
other parts of the country), and it must decide whether or 
not the business of the employer its of war-time national import- 
ance and whether the man’s own responsibilities and duties 
are or are not important enough to justify his continued 
employment as an office or department manager. 

The Ministry, in announcing these steps, says that where it is 
decided that a man’s retention is not justified, he will, after 
due notice, be called up for service in the Forces, unless he has 
secured reserved employment of national importance in the 
meantime. 

The national importance of undertakings in branches of 
industry which are largely clearly engaged on. work of 
national importance will not be questioned These include 
certain branches of engineering, shipbuilding, ship-repairing; 
certain types of work in connection with food manufacture and 
processing, and certain types of employment im public utility 
undertakings. As far as the man’s responsibilities and duties 
are concerned, the Committee will consider whether it is reason- 
able to expect that he could be replaced by an older man or 
a woman. 

At Manchester University changes have been sanctioned in 
the ordinances which will permit students for the M.B., Ch.B., 
and B.D.S. degrees to present themselves for the first examina- 
tions if they can furnish certificates of having attended approved 
courses in chemistry and physics, botany and zoology, before 
entering the University.

AN INSPIRING WAR-TIME 
EXAMPLE 


Oxford and St. George’s Rises to 
the Occasion 


[From our Clubs Correspondent] 


Some Jewish Youth Clubs in the East End are proving their 

worth in a much wider sphere of Social Service than their 
names imply. Placed as they are in one of the target arcas, 
there are ever-present opportunities to help in National 
Defence. In some cases that help has reached considerable 
proportions. 
_ Take the case of the Oxford and St. George's Club—in peace 
time a fount of Social Service with a strong emphasis on youth 
requirements, now something with a broader implication. There 
was born there recently, under the personal inspiration of Mrs. 
B. L. Q. Henriques, a movement known as the “ Brother's 
Keeper " collection. Its name was derived from the quotation 
“ Am I my Brother's Keeper?” Oxford and St. George's 
decided. that the answer was “ Yes.” Briefly, it is a novel 
method of collecting clothing for those needy ones who have 
been bombed out of their homes. Here is the method: People 
using the “QO. and St G.” shelter are asked- to give at least 
one garment or useful article when, on returning home, they 
find that the place has not been bombed. It is, in fact, a kind 
of thank-offering. . The idea is proving so successful that it has 
spread to other shelters. Club members, through the “ O. and 
St. G.” Service Corps, are assisting in the collection and sorting 
of these gifts, and more, the sewing class is converting them 
into most ingenious garments, which have been called “ the 
—— Toga,” named after a nearby shelter which houses many 
thousands of people. The finished product is a combination 
of hood, blanket, dressing-gown, slecping-bag, and heaven 
knows what else. 


Bunks, Baths, and Breakfasts 


_ Among many other services rendered by the club to shelters 
in the district are thé provision of free hot drinks, made in the 
club kitchen, and regular supplies of gargle. The club itself 
is being used as a shelter, and included in the 200 people who 
sleep there every night are members, some parents, and peoplc 
who have been bombed out. Bunks and bedding have been 
rovided, and it is expected that this part of the scheme will 
> extended. Ef that comes about—and it will need the co- 
operation of the local authorities—it will develop into a fully 
fledged youth hostel which will not be confined to club members 
ir. B. L. Q. Henriques, the Warden of the Setflement-—whom 
I interviewed at night while he was working on the top floor 
of the building—ceveryone else was on the ground floor or ino 
the basement—told me that the plan was intended as an oppor- 
tunity for those young people who were “ deteriorating in 
sublic shelters ” to get back to something of the club life they 
had once known, or, in the case of those who had never known 
it, to reap some of its advantages. For those already sleeping 
on the premises there are baths, 4d. hot suppers, and 2d. 
break fasts. 
The Settlement has an important A.R.P. centre, and has the 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau and the Poor Man's Lawyer on the 
remises. Medical students are always in attendance (Mrs. 
denriques herself is a trained nurse), and members themselves 
patrol the premises as fire spotters, etc. Visiting the place as 
I did, at night, when most of the departments were at action 
peak. one cannot help being impressed with the high standard 
of efficiency reached. The cleanliness—and how easily does 
bedding become. grimy in most shelters—js particularly 
noticeable. 


Club Activities in Full Swing 


But the real wonder is that in spite of the fact that the whole 
of this work is being done by Mr. and Mrs. Henriques and club 
membere, the Club itself continues to function in a surprisingly 
efficient manner. It is open every night and Saturday and 
‘Sunday afternoons, with an average attendance of over 200 
young people. The mixed club—there are no longer separate 
departments for the sexes—has proved itself, in spite of the 
terrible things that were predicted for it in certain quarters. 
Bookkeeping, tailoring, dramatic, and first-aid classes, and 
debates, dances, and concerts continue as a normal part of the 
club's programme. And despite raids, alerts, bangs, and bombs, 
club night is still concluded at 10 p.m. with prayers led by Mr. 
Henriques. Then some members go “ below stairs” to bed. 
“ Subs ” continue to be paid, and not even the soldiers’ com- 
forts are forgotten. I saw one of 230 excellent writing com- 
pendiums which had just been sent to members in the Forces. 
There are 230 out of 360 active pre-war Old Boy members in 
the Forces—no mean record. The visit proved to me that with 
the right leadership and inspiration a club need not hibernate 
for the duration of war. Rather it demonstrated that its use- 
fulness can be increased a dozenfold.

Investments and Securities 


Stock markets have taken on a quieter appearance in the 
past week and the volume of business is noticeably smaller 
than was the case a few weeks ago. 

The magnificent successes of the Greek forces have been 
a heartening development but many investors for the 
moment prefer to await the possible outcome of recent 
political “ tea parties ” on the Continent. 

Lord Lothian’s remarks in the U.S. regarding depletion 
of British overseas resources and, nearer home, the fresh 
demands of railway workers for wage increases have also 
tended to restrict new business. 

There is no lack of underlying confidence in markets 
however. Gilt edged stocks remain notably firm, and in 
other markets there has been little reaction in prices. Indeed, 
any buying inquiries still find a marked shortage of avail- 
able stock. 


DEALINGS BAN LIFTED 


The ban on dealings in. ovefseas securities which h.; 
been in force since June last is to be partially lifted. 
Resumption of dealings, between British residents, is to 
be allowed in some 140 issues including many foreign 
government bonds and various Canadian and Brazilian 
securities, 

Many important omissions are noted; however. No home 
dealings are yet possible in such issues as Canadian Pacific 
ordinary, International Nickel ordinary, or Brazil Traction 
ordinary. The lifting of the ban in fact applies only to 
securities which are still in this country, or under direct 
control of a British resident. 

Securities- shipped to Canada to the U.K. Securities 
Deposit can still only be sold abroad, after securing Treasury 
permission. It is hoped, however, that later, dealings 
between residents in some of these stocks, for which London 
in the past has been an important market, may be possible 
on the basis of some form of deposit receipts or ownership 
certificates.

STRONG LIQUID POSITION MAINTAINED 


The annual general mecting of Johannesburg Consolidated 
Investment Company, Limited, was held on November 26, in 
Johannesburg. Mr. G. H, Beatty, who presided, said: 

You will all have heard of the great loss suffered by the 
Company in the death on the 13th instant of the Chairman, 
Mr. Jack Barnato Joel. He was a Director of this Company 
for 42 years and its Chairman for nine. His great service to 
the Company during this long period contributed in a large 
measure to its success. Mr J. Joel, the son of our late 
Chairman, has agreed to undertake the duties of Chairman. 

l am sure you will consider the Directors’ report and accounts 
satisiactory in view of the difficult conditions prevailing during 
the period of their review. I wish to draw your attention to 
the strong financial position of the Company as disclosed by 
the balance-sheet. Notwithstanding the material decrease in 
the market value of shareholdings brought about by unsettled 
conditions, the amount required for depreciation has been pro- 
vided out of current profits, this leaving the Reserve Fund 
intact at the substantial figure of £3,050,000. Further, no 
account has been taken of the large amount by which the 
total market value of our sharcholdings exceeds the total book 
value. The strong liquid position has been well maintained. 
The profit for the year, after providing for taxation, deprecia- 
hon, and writings off, amounted to £269.945. Dividend No. 48 
of 2/- per share absorbed £395,000, leaving £95,207 to be 
carried forward to the current year 

The Gold Mining Industry, after fifteen months of war. is 
operating efficiently. Working cox<ts have not increased as 
much as might have been expected. They averaged 19/3 per 
ton for the third quarter of last year. and for the corres- 
ponding quarter of this year the average cost was 20/6. of 
which approximately 8d. per ton is accounted for by increased 
gold realisation charges. The cost per ounce of fine gold pro- 
duced for the same two periods was 91/4 and 98/9 respectively. 
The mdustry is crushing at 4 rate of 11.2 per cent. above last 
year, the figures for the two quarters mentioned above being 
14,862,800 tons and 16,522,850 tons respectively. 


ANOTHER TAX ANOMALY 


Important changes in the Government’s taxation policy. 
materially affecting the gold mines, took place during the past 
year A year ago the Treasury was the purchaser, through 
the South African Reserve Bank, of the gold output of the 
mines in the Union at 150/- net per ounce fine. In his Budget 
speech in February the Minister of Finance gave good reasons 
for abandoning the method of taxing the product instead of 
the profit’ from mining. He replaced it by .a special tax of 
9 per cent. on the working profit from mining dating from 
January 1, from which date the producers were allowed to 
credit to revenue the proceeds from the sale of gold at its 
full official price of 168/- per ounce fine. but had to bear as 
a debit to working costs the gold realisation charges. When 
the producers’ price was limited to 150/-, the realisation 
charges were borne by the Treasury. Subsequent to the decision 
by the Union Government to allow the industry to receive the 
full price of gold. the Bank of England agreed with the South 
African Reserve Rank, that our gold should be ourchased by 
them at the official price of 168/- per.-ounce fine and that 
the Bank of England would bear the whole of the reali-ation 
charges, whrch up to the middie of February were 35/9 per 
cent., later 37/- per cent., and yet more recently 38/3 per cent. 

[his decision, of course, meant an increase in total profits 
irom nmuning amounting to approximately £2,000.000 per year, 
of which approximately one-third would have accrued to the 
producers under the present taxation. The Government. how- 
ever. for reasons which at least seemed politically adcowate 
at the time, decided that this fortuitous profit should all be 
for their account and that the producers. should not henefit 
That decision was tantamount to additional taxation. Thus it 
seems that almost as soon as the basis of the taxation of the 
industry 1s. straiehtened out anomalies are again introduced 
Obviously the higher the realisation charges become, the more 
the Government benefits and the more the industry is penalised : 
further, the tax falls most heavily on the lower-grade mines. 

In order to illustrate the point, if the matter is taken to 
what may seem to be an absurdity, and realisation charges per 
ounce rise say to 14/- and the cost of production on a mine 
is 154/- per ounce fine, then that mine makes no profit at 
all. but the Government benefits to the extent of 14/- per 
ounce fine: in other words, taxation rises to 100 per cent. 
Since the end of our financial year the Government has 
increased the 9 per cent. special tax on the working profit to 
1]. per cent. as a further contribution to the war effort. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

INTERNATIONAL CRAFTSMEN’S CENTRE 


An exhibition by the International Craftsmen’s Centre is 
being opened this afternoon at 2.15 at 83, Palace Gardens 
Terrace.

A programme of afternoon entertainments, teas, and talks 
has been arranged in connection with the display and sale. It 
includes songs by Miss Ruth Feiner on Tuesday next; a talk 
by Miss Naomi Jacob on Thursday; and a concert, arranged by 
Miss Inez Bensusan, on Thursday week. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


An Advisory Committee has been set .up by the Minister 
of Labour and National Service “to examine the reserva- 
tion position of men in the London area who were regis- 
tered .. . in the occupational group of office or depart- 
ment manager.” At present these occupations are reserved 
at the age of 30. ae 

This committee has to base its advice to the Ministry on the 
investigation of individual cases (and this may lead to reviews 
in the cases of other reserved occupations m offices and in 
other parts of the country), and it must decide whether of 
not the business of the employer is of war-time national import- 
ance and whether the man's own responsibilities and dutic« 
are or are not important enough to justify his continued 
employment as an office or department manager. ae 

The Ministry, in announcing these steps, says that where it is 
decided that a man's retention is not justified, he will, after 
due notice, be called up for service in the Forces, unless he has 
secured reserved employment of national importance in the 
meantime. 

The national importance of undertakings in branches of 
industry which are largely clearly engaged on work of 
national importance will not be questioned. These include 
certain branches of engineering, shipbuilding, 
certain types of work in connection with food manufacture and 
processing, and certain types of employment in public utility 
undertakings. As far as the man’s responsibilities and duties 
are concerned, the Committee will consider whether it is reason- 
able to expect that he could be replaced by an older man or 
a woman. 

At Manchester University changes have been sanctioned. in 
the ordinances which will permit students for the M.B., Ch.B., 
and B.D.S. degrees to present themselves for the first examina- 
tions if they can furnish certificates of having attended approved 
courses in chemistry and physics, botany and zoology, before 
entering the University.

AN INSPIRING WAR-TIME 
EXAMPLE 


Oxford and Si. George’s Rises to 
the Occasion 


[From our Clubs Correspondent] 


Some Jewish Youth Clubs in the East End are proving their 
worth in a much wider sphere of Social Service than their 
names imply. Placed as they are in one of the target areas. 
there are ever-present opportunities to heip in National 
Defence. In some cases that help has reached considerabic 
proportions. 

_ Take the case of the Oxford and St. George's Club—in peace 

time a fount of Social Service with a strong emphasis on youth 
requirements, now something with a broader implication. There 
was born there recently, under the personal inspiration of Mrs. 
B. L. Q. Henriques, a movement known as the “ Brother's 
Keeper ” collection. Its name was derived from the quotation 
“Am I my Brother's Keeper?” Oxford and St. George's 
decided that the answer was “ Yes.” Bricfly, it is a novel 
method of collecting clothing for those needy ones who have 
been bombed out of their homes. Here is the method: People 
using the “©. and St G.” shelter are asked to give at least 
one garment er useful article when, on returning home, they 
find that the place has not been bombed. It is, in fact. a kind 
of thank-offering. The idea is proving so successful that it has 
spread to other shelters. Clab members, through the “ O. and 
St. G.” Service Corps, are assisting in the collection and sorting 
of these gifts, and more, the sewing class is converting them 
into most ingenious garments, which have been called “ the 
———- Toga,” named after a nearby shelicr which houses many 
thousands of people. The finished product is a combination 
of hood, blanket, dressing-gown, sleeping-bag,* and heaven 
knows what else. 


Bunks, Baths, and Breakfasts 


Among many other. services rendered by the club to shelicrs 
in the district are the provision of free hot drinks, made in the 
club kitchen, and regular supplies of gargle. The club itself 
is being used as a shelter, and included in the 200 people who 
sleep there every night are members, some parents, and peoplc 
who have been bombed out. Bunks and bedding have been 

rovided, and it is expected that this part of the scheme wil! 
x extended. If that comes about—and it will need the co- 
operation of the local authorities—itt will develop into a fully 
fledged youth hostel which will not be confined to club members 

Mr. B. L. Q. Henriques, the Warden of the Settlement—whom 
I interviewed at night while he was working on the top floor 
of the building—ceveryone else was on the ground floor or in 
the basement—told me that the plan was intended as an oppor- 
tunity for those young people who were “ deteriorating in 

blic shelters " to get back to something of the club life they 

ad once known, or, in the case of those who had never known 

it, to reap some of its advantages. For those already siceping 
on the premises there are baths, 4d. hot suppers, and 2d 
breakfasts. 

The Settlement has an important A.R.P. centre, and has the 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau and the Poor Man's Lawyer on the 
premises: Medical students are always in attendance (Mrs. 
Henriques herself is a trained nurse), and members themselves 
-é the premises as fire spotters, etc. Visitine the place as 

did, at night, when most of the departments were at action 
peak, one cannot help being impressed with the high standard 
of efficiency reached. The cleanliness—and how easily does 
bedding become grimy in most shelters—is particularly 
noticeable. 


Club Activities in Full Swing 


But the real wonder is that in spite of the fact that the whole 
of this work is being dome by Mr. and Mrs. Henriques and club 


members, the Club itself continucs to function in a surprisingly | 


efiicient manner. It is open every night and Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons, with an average attendance of over 200 
young people. The mixed club—there arc no longer separate 
departments for the sexes—has. proved iself, in spite of the 
terrible things that were predicted for it in certain quarters. 
Bookkeeping, tailoring, dramatic, and first-aid classes, and 
debates. dances, and concerts continue as a normal part of the 
club’s programme. And despite raids, alerts, bangs, and bombs, 
club night is still concluded at 10 p.m. with prayers led by Mr. 
Henriques. Then some members go “ below stairs” to bed. 
“ Subs ” continue to be paid, and not even the soldiers’ com- 
forts are forgotten. I saw one of 230 excellent writine com- 

ndiums which had just been sent to members in the Forces. 
There are 230 out of 360 active pre-war Old Boy members in 
the Forces—no mean record The visit proved to me that with 
the right leadership and inspiration a club need not hibernate 
for the duration of war. Rather it demonstrated that its use- 
fulness can be increased a dozenfold.

The 
news of this activity on the part of the E.T.T.A. is encourag- 
ing, for it was announced only a few days ago that the office 
of the Association in London had been destroyed by a direct 
hit as the result of enemy action and valuable records and 
equipment had been lost. 


_Investments and Securities 


Stock markets have taken on a quieter appearance in the 
past week and the volume of business is noticeably smaller 
than was the case a few weeks ago. 

The magnificent successes of the Greek forces have been 
a heartening development but many investors for the 
moment prefer to await the possible outcome of recent 
political “ tea parties ” on the Continent. 

Lord Lothian’s remarks in the U.S. regarding depletion 
of British overseas resources and, nearer home, the fresh 
demands of railway workers for wage increases have also 
tended to restrict new business. 

There is no lack of underlying confidence in markets 
however. Gilt edged stocks remain notably firm, and in 
other markets there has been little reaction in prices. Indeed, 
any buying inquiries still find a marked shortage of avail- 
able stock. 


DEALINGS BAN LIFTED 


The ban on dealings .in overseas securities which h.. 
been in force since June last is to be partially lifted. 
Resumption of dealings, between British residents, is to 
be allowed in some 140 issues including many foreign 
government bonds and various Canadian and Brazilian 
securities, 

Many important omissions are noted, however. No home 
dealings are yet possible in such issues as Canadian Pacific 
ordinary, International Nickel ordinary, or Brazil Traction 
ordinary. The lifting of the ban in fact applies only to 
securities which are still in this country, or under direct 
control of a British resident. 

Securities» shipped to Canada to the U.K. Securities 
Deposit can still only be sold abroad, after securing Treasury 
permission. Ht is hoped, however, that later, dealings 
between residents in some of these stocks, for which London 
in the past has been an important market, may be possible 
on the basis of some form of deposit receipts or ownership 
certificates. 


BEECHAMS’ DIVIDEND 


Beechams Pills Ltd. continues to maintain its dividends to 
sharcholders. A second interim dividend. of 7 per cent. for 
the year ending March 31 next is now declared. This ts the 
same as the second interim payment a year ago. The. first

It is not thought however that Marks and Spencer has any 
intention of endeavouring to extend its chain store organisa- 
tion to the United States. Rather it is thoueht that the 
company will act as a central organisation to enable the many 
manufacturers with which it has close connections to develop 
a unified export policy Progress will be watched with great

I wish to draw your attention to 
the strong financial position of the Company as disclosed by 
the balance-sheet. Notwithstanding the material decrease in 
the market value of sharcholdings brought aboot by unsettled 
conditions, the amount required for depreciation has been pro- 
vided out of current profits, this leaving the Reserve Fund 
mitact at the substantial figure of £3,050,000. Further, 
account has been taken of the large amount by which the’ 
total market value of our sharcholdings exceeds the total book 
value. The strong liquid position has been well maintained. 
The profit for the year, after providing for taxation, deprecia- 
tion, and writings off, amounted to £269.945. Dividend No. 48 
of 2/- per share absorbed £395,000, leaving £95,207 to be 
carried forward to the current year 

The Gold Mining Industry, after fifteen months of war, is 
operating efficiently. Working cocts have not increased as 
much as might have been expected. They averaged 19/3 per 
ton for the third quarter of last year. and for the corres- 
ponding quarter of this year the average cost was 20/6. of 
which approximately 8d. per ton is accounted for by increased 
gold realisation charges. The cost per ounce of fine gold pro- 
duced for the same two periods was 91/4 and 98/9 respectively. 
The industry is crushing at a rate of 11.2: per cent. above last 
year, the figures for the two quarters mentioned above being 
14.862,800 tons and 16,522,850 tons respectively. 


ANOTHER TAX ANOMALY 


‘Important changes in the Government's taxation rulicy, 
materially affecting the gold mines,: took place during the past 
year. A year ago the Treasury was the purchaser, through 
the South African Reserve Bank, of the gold output of the 
mines in the Union at 150/- net per ounce fine. In his Budget 
speech in February the Minister of Finance gave good reasons 
for abandoning the methed of taxing the product instead of 
the profit from mining. He replaced it by a special tax of 
9 per cent. on the working profit from mining dating from 
January 1, from which date the producers were allowed to 
credit to revenue the proceeds from the sale of gold at. its 
full official price of 168/- per ouwrtice fine. but had to bear as 
a debit to working costs the gold realisation charges When 
the producers’ price was limited to 150/-, the realisation 
charges were borne by the Treasury. Subsequent to the decision 
by the Union Government to alléw the industry te receive the 
full price of gold. the Bank of England agreed with the South 
African Reserve Bank that our gold. should be purchased by 
them at the official price of 168/- per ounce fine and that 
the Bank of England would bear the whole of the reali-ation 
charges, which up to the middie of February were 35/9 per 
cent., later 37/- per cent... and yet more recently 38/3 per cent 

This dectsion, of course, meant an increase in total profits 
from mining amounting to approximately £2.000.000 per year, 
of which approximately one4shird would have accrued to the 
producers under the present taxation The Government, how- 
ever. tor reasons which at least seemed politically adeouate 
at the time, decided that this fortuitous profit <hould all be 
for their account and that the producers should not henefit 
That decision was tantamount to additional taxation. Thus it 
seems that almost as soon as the basis of the taxation of the 
industry ts straightened out anomalies are again introdaced 
Obviously the higher the -realisation charges become, the more 
the Government benefits and the more the industry is penalised: 
further, the tax falls most heavily on the lower-grade mines. 

In order to illustrate the point, if the matter its taken to 
what may seem to be an absurdity, and realisation charges per 
ounce tise say to 14/- and the cost of production on a mine 
is 154/- per ounce fine, then that mine makes no- profit at 
all, but the Government bencfits to the extent of 14/- per 
ounce fine: in other words, taxation rises to 100 per cent. 
Since the end of our financial year the Government has 
increased the 9 per cent. special tax on the working profit to 
11 wer cent. as a further contribution to the war effort. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Fun in Pre-War Paris 


He Stayed for Breakfast is another in the present spate 
of sex comedies, and very amusing it is. The setting ts 
Paris, the screen Paris of pre-war days, with comic 
gendarmes and temperamental waiters. 

Here we find Melvyn Douglas in the guise of a communistic 
waiter who is so exasperated by the way a fat and prosperous 
banker holds his coffee Gup that he shoots it from his hand. 
Disguised as a policeman searching for the communistic 
assassin, he takes refuge by chance in the magnificent apparte- 
ment of the banker's wife. Since this lovely young thing 
(Loretta Young) fully shares the waiter’s views on her husband, 
it is a simple matter for her to hide him in the kitchen cup- 
board, and since she is living apart from the banker but he 
insists on calling on her, ard since shé is also being courted 
by a young man, she has to play a complicated game of hide 
and seek aided by ber maid Una O'Connor. 

Thus between trying to hide the man and struggling to get 
rid of him, the banker's wife falls in love, but the hard-headed 
communist refuses until the very end to see anything attractive 
‘in this silk-clad sample of capitalism. 

There is a breath of “ Ninotchka” about this film. There 
is the. same good-natured guying of commuyunustic ideology and 
there is the same Melvyn Douglas, except that this time he plays 
the Garbo réle.. Eugene Pallette makes the banker a satisfac- 
tory foil for the wiles of Loretta Young and the wit of Melvyn 
Douglas. Alexander Hall has directed and has learnt somejhing 
from Lubitsch about the right use of incidental music 

The film sfarts to-day at the Regal (“ A” Cert.). If there are 
some who think it is unkind to poke fun at the disciples of 
Lenin, they should contain themselves, remembering that it ts 
Hitler's turn next, for. the Chaplin film will be here any day 
now. 


SHIRLEY TEMPLE’S PROGRESS 


If only Shirley Temple's story-writers would put less 
precocity into her lines she would be a most attractive and 
entertaining child. 

in Young People, which starts to-day at the Odeon, Leicester 
Square (“UU Cert.), her dancing and singing, extraordmarily 
accomplished, come from her with an air of spontaneity that ts 
delightful, but her sentiments and behaviour are for the most 
part priggish enough to sporl the film 

She plays the adopted child of a vaudeville couple, and 
together they form the Three Ballantines. Having earned 
enough to retire on, they go to live on a farm, determined to 
enter into all the ‘activities of the conservative little village. 
Their well-meant efforts to take a leading part in the local life 
are coldly repulsed by the villagers until a hurricane conve- 
niently blows and the Ballantine family are able to cover them- 
selves with glory. 

This is less of a “ starring vehicle " for Shirley than usual 
Jack Oakie and Charlotte Greenwood as her parents are well 
able to hold their own place in the limelight and the film gains 
thereby considerably.
